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A  Conference  on  Drugs,  including  cinchona,  was 
announced  to  be  held  at  the  Colonial  and  Indian  Exhibition, 
•on  Monday,  at  3  p.m.  A  representative  of  this  Journal 
attended  at  the  appointed  time  at  the  room  where  the 
'-'conference"  was  to  take  place;  but,  by  Sir  Philip  Cunliffe 
Owen's  orders,  was  refused  admittance,  on  the  ground  that 
the  question  of  allowing  representatives  of  the  press  to  report 
the  proceedings  had  not  been  raised.  We  understand  that 
these  conferences  are  simply  discussions,  or  rather  rehearsals, 
fey  a  few  gentlemen  interested  in  the  matter,  on  the  subject 
of  drugs,  food-stuffs,  tanning  and  dyeing  materials,  &c. 
About  a  dozen  such  meetings  will  be  held,  and  at  the  close  of 
the  series  the  combined  wisdom  of  the  discussers  will  find 
vent  in  one  or  more  lectures  in  the  conference  room,  where 
the  general  public  and  the  representatives  of  the  press  may 
come  to  listen  and  applaud. 


The  Conference,  we  understand,  was  attended  by  a  fair 
number  of  representative  men,  including  the  President  and 
■other  persons  representing  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Dr. 
Watt  stated  that  he  had  in  the  exhibition  specimens  of  over 
4,000  Indian  drugs,  gums,  fibres,  &c.  He  did  not  appear  to  be 
in  a  position  to  give  much  trade  information,  and  unfortu- 
nately the  labels  of  these  samples  were  mostly  left  behind. 
But  Dr.  Watt  gave  some  very  interesting  information  con- 
cerning the  collection  of  some  drugs,  such  as  Cannabis  Indica, 
&c.  Altogether  the  conference  was  regarded  as  a  success, 
and  the  representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  Indian  collection  will  provide  suffi- 
cient occupation  for  several  years  work  in  their  new 
•Research  Laboratory. 


The  Royal  Laboratory  at  Woolwich  is  included  in  a 
number  of  Government  departments  which  are  t)  be  the 
subject  of  inquiry  by  a  committee  over  which  Earl  Morley  is 
to  preside.  The  committee  is  to  report  on  the  efficiency  and 
economy  of  the  departments  and  make  suggestions  if  possible. 


The  Royal  Holloway  College,  at  Egtaam,  will  be 
opened  by  the  Queen  on  Wednesday  next.  The  college,  which 
is  intended  for  the  higher  elucation  of  women,  was  founded 
by  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Holloway  in  memory  of  his  wife,  and 
has  been  carried  on  to  completion  by  his  successors,  Messrs. 
Martin-Holloway  and  Driver- Holloway,  and  others.  The 
whole  has  cost  over  one  million  pounds,  of  which  100, 0001. 
has  been  spent  on  works  of  art.  The  institution  will  ac- 
commodate 250  students. 


The  Welshpool  Poisoninc:  Case  affords  a  remarkable 
example  of  pertinacity.  Samuels  is  asserted  to  have  sent  his 
deputies  to  three  pharmacies,  and  to  the  last  one  on  three 
occasions,  before  he  succeeded  in  obtaining  strychnine. 


The  Parcel  Post  Extended  to  Australia. — On  and 
from  July  1  parcels  not  exceeding  11  lbs.  in  weight  will 
be  received  at  any  post  office  in  the  United  Kingdom  for 
transmission  to  the  Australian  colonies  of  New  South  Wales, 
South  Australia,  and  Victoria.  Parcel  mails  will  be  made  up 
in  London  for  these  colonies  every  Wednesday  for  despatch, 
alternately,  by  the  steamers  of  the  Peninsular  and  Oriental 
Steam  Navigation  Company,  and  the  Orient  Steam  Navigation 
Company  (Limited),  sailing  fortnightly  from  the  Thames, 
and  parcels  intended  to  be  so  sent  must  be  posted  in  the 
metropolis  generally  not  later  than  the  previous  night  (Tues- 
day), and  in  the  rest  of  the  United  Kingdom  ia  time  to 
reach  London  not  later  than  Tuesday  night  by  the  ordinary 
inland  parcel  mail  service.  As  an  exceptional  arrangement, 
however,  parcels  may  be  posted  at  the  General  Post  Office, 
London,  between  8  A.M.  and  10  A  M.  on  Wednesday  morning, 
when  the  mail  is  made  up.  The  first  parcel  mail  will  be 
made  up  on  Wednesday,  July  7.  The  rates  of  postage  are 
for  a  parcel  not  exceeding  2  lbs.  2s. :  for  each  pound  or  frac- 
tion of  a  pound  beyond,  Is. 


The  Medical  Acts  Amendment  Bill  and  the  Shop 
Hours  Regulation  Bill  have  been  passed  through  Parliament, 
and  now  only  await  the  Royal  Assent  to  become  law. 


The  Case  of  Poisoning  charged  against  some  children's 
powders  at  Sheffield  last  week  does  not  implicate  any  of  the 
most  widely  known  pow  lers.  The  powders  in  question  were 
prepared  by  a  Mr.  Steadman,  a  Sheffield  herbalist. 


The  Projected  Augmentation  of  Russian  Import 
Duties  mentioned  in  a  recent  issue  has  been  abandoned,  in 
compliance,  it  is  said,  with  protestations  on  the  part  of  Ger- 
many, which  would  have  been  the  principal  sufferer  after 
Russia  herself.

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THE  SHOP  HOtJKS  REGULATION  BILL,  49  &  50  Vict., 

,1s  formally  reported  in  the  House  of  Lords,  June  23,  1886. 

[A  Bill,  as  amended  on  Report,  intituled  An  Act  to  limit 
the  Hours  of  Labour  of  Chilean  and  Young  Persons  in 
Shops.] 

HEBEAS  i  he  health  of  many  youi  g  persons  employed 
in  .--hops  and  warehouses  is  serious  y  injured  by  reason 
of  the  length  of  the  period  of  employment : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Oueen's  most  excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Par- 
liament assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as 
follows  : 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Shop  Hours  Regulation 
Act,  1886. 

2.  This  Act  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of 
November  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six,  and 
shall  continue  in  force  until  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  and  the  end  of 
the  then  next  session  of  Parliament,  and  no  longer. 

3.  (1)  A  young  person  shall'cot  be  employed  in  or  about 
a  shop  for  a  longer  period  than]seventy-four  hoars,  including 
meal  times,  in  any  one  week  : 

(2)  A  young  person  shall  not  to  the  knowledge  of  his 
employer  be  employed  in  a  shop  who  has  been  previously  on 
the  same  day  employed  in  any  factory  or  workshop,  as  de- 
fined by  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1878,  for  the 
number  of  hours  permitted  by  the  said  Act,  or  for  a  longer 
period  than  will  complete  such  number  of  hours. 

4.  In  every  shop  in  which  young  persons  are  employed  a 
notice  shall  be  kept  exhibited  by  the  employer  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  referring  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
and  stating  the  number  i,f  hours  in  the  week  during  which 
young  persons  may  lawfully  be  employed  therein. 

5.  Where  any  v^oung  person  is  employed  in  or  about  a  shop 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  employer  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  pound  for  each  person  so 
employed. 

6.  Where  the  employer  of  a  young  person,  as  defined  in 
this  Act,  is  charged  with  an  offence  against  this  Act,  he  shall 
be  entitled  upon  information  duly  laid  before  him  to  have 
any  other  person  whom  he  charges  as  the  actual  offender 
brought  before  the  court  at  the  time  appointed  for  hearing 
the  charge :  and  if,  after  the  commission  of  the  offence  has 
been  proved,  the  said  employer  proves  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  court  that  he  has  used  due  diligence  to  enforce  the  execu- 
tion of  the  Act,  and  that  the  said  other  person  has  committed 
the  offence  in  question  without  his  knowledge,  consent,  or 
connivance,  the  said  other  person  shall  be  summarily  con- 
victed of  such  offence,  and  the  occupier  shall  be  exempt  from 
any  fine. 

7.  All  offences  under  this  Act  shall  be  prosecuted,  and  all 
fines  under  this  Act  shall  be  recovered,  in  like  manner  as 
offences  and  fines  are  prosecuted  and  recovered  under  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1878,  and  sections  eighty-eight, 
eighty-nine,  ninety,  and  ninety-one  of  the  said  Act,  and  so 
much  of  section  ninety-two  thereof  as  relates  to  evidence 
respecting  the  age  of  any  person,  and  the  provisions  relating 
to  the  application  of  the  said  Act  to  Scotland  and  Ireland,  so 
far  as  those  provisions  are  applicable,  shall  have  effect  as  if 
re-enacted  in  this  Act  and  in  terms  made  applicable  thereto. 

8.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires — 

"  Shop  "  means  retail  and  wholesale  shops,  markets,  stalls, 
and  warehouses  in  which  assistants  are  employed  for  hire, 
and  includes  licensed  public-houses  and  refreshment 
houses  of  any  kind. 

"  Young  person  "  means  a  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen 
years.  Other  words  and  expressions  have  the  same 
meaniDgs  respectively  as  in  the  Factory  and  Workshop 
Act,  1878. 

9.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  apply  to  shops  where  the  onlv 
persons  employed  are  at  home,  that  is  to  say,  are  members  of 
the  same  family  dwelling  there,  or  to  members  of  the  em- 
ployer's family  dwelling  in  a  house  to  which  the  shop  is 
attached. 


Suicide  with  Oxalic  Acid. — Mr.  Wjatt  held  an  inquiry 
on  Thursday  at  the  Red  Lion,  Union  Street,  Southwark,  into 
the  circumstances  attending  the  death  of  William  Goddard,. 
aged  53  years,  lately  residing  at  57  Park  Street,  Southwark. 
Deceased  was  a  master  cordwainer,  and  had  latterly  been 
much  depressed.  On  Thursday  he  received  a  letter,  in  which 
was  enclosed  a  notice  to  quit  his  premises.  This  preyed  on 
his  mind,  and  he  threatened  to  drown  himself.  On  Monday 
night  he  was  discovered  lying  on  his  bed  dead.  A  cup  con- 
taining crystals  of  oxalic  acid  was  found  in  the  room. 
"  Suicide  whilst  temporarily  deranged  "  was  the  verdict.f 

Workhouse  Dispensing. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Strand  Board  of  Guardians,  on 
Tuesday  last,  the  question  of  appointing  a  dispenser  for  the 
workhouse  at  Fdmonton  came  up  for  consideration,  when 
the  clerk  read  a  letter,  on  the  care  of  the  sick  in  the  work- 
house, from  the  Local  Government  Board,  enclosing  a  report 
made  on  the  subject  by  Dr.  Brydges.  The  report  stated  that 
the  number  of  inmates  on  the  medical  relief  book  was  506, 
or  about  half  the  number  in  the  house.  Of  these,  74  were- 
set  down  as  having  some  special  disease,  as  phthisis,  paralysis, 
&e.,  the  remainder  being  vaguely  described  as  cases  of 
debility.  The  list  of  deaths  that  occurred  last  month — 29  in- 
number  -showed  clearly  enough  the  amount  of  medical, 
work  that  there  was  to  be  done  in  the  workhouse.  It  would 
be  safe  to  take  250  as  the  number  of  cases  needing  close 
medical  attention.  It  appeared  that  Dr.  Jones,  the  medicali 
officer  of  the  workhouse,  rarely  spends  more  than  an  hour  per 
day  at  his  work,  the  remaining  hour  being  made  up  by  his 
assistant,  Dr.  English.  The  prescriptions  and  dispensing  of 
medicine  at  this  workhouse  is  at  present  done  in  a  thoroughly 
objectionable  way.  The  nurses  had  not  in  the  aggregate 
more  than  twelve  bottles  of  medicine  specially  ordered  for  indi- 
vidual patients,  the  rest  being  "  stock  "  bottles,  from  which 
the  nurses  gave  doses  of  medicine  after  verbal  instructions- 
received  from  the  medical  officer,  and  sometimes,  he  feared, 
if  not  often,  acting  on  their  own  discretion.  Had  these 
"  stock  "  bottles  merely  consisted  of  one  or  two  domestic 
medicines,  there  would  perhaps  be  no  great  objection  under 
the  circumstances,  but  he  found  many  of  them  were  drugs 
that  should  never  have  been  given  except  upon  written  in- 
structions by  the  medical  officer  in  each  case.  In  one  cup- 
board under  the  charge  of  a  nurse,  he  found  "stock"  bottles- 
containing  julep,  cough  mixture,  iron  tonic,  peppermint 
mixed  with  julep  in  half  and  half  proportions,  diarrhoea 
mixture,  effervescing  mixture,  gallic  acid  mixture,  potash 
mixture,  quinine  mixture,  ether  mixture,  black  draught,  white- 
draught,  eye-lotion,  liniment,  chloral  mixture,  aperient  pills, 
opium  pills,  two  pots  of  white  ointment — one  said  to  b& 
mercurial  and  the  other  zinc,  but  not  labelled.  He  had  seen 
the  doctor,  and  spoken  to  him  as  to  the  extreme  impropriety 
of  permitting  this  state  of  things,  and  the  doctor  admitted! 
that  he  had  gradually  lapsed  into  it  owing  to  pressure  of 
work,  and  to  save  time  in  specially  dispensing  for  individuals. 
— Mr.  Challice  said  the  letter  they  had  heard  read  confirmed 
all  that  he  had  told  them  of  the  wretched,  careless  way  in 
which  the  dispenser's  work  was  done  in  the  workhouse.  A 
cupboard  of  medicines  like  that  described  in  the  charge  of  a 
nurse  was  dangerous,  as  one  of  the  acids  might  be  given  as  a 
black  draught.  He  had  found  some  of  the  bottles  with  the 
labels  washed  off,  and  some  which  were  marked  "poison" 
has  been  half  washed  off.  It  was  a  great  shame  that  a  place 
with  a  number  of  sick  people  should  be  without  a  dispenser. 
It  was  a  serious  matter,  and  ought  to  be  attended  to  at 
once. — After  some  discussion," the  clerk  was  instructed  to 
forward  a  copy  of  Dr.  Brydges's  report  to  the  medical  officer 
of  the  workhouse,  and  it  was  referred  to  a  committee  to  con- 
sider the  whole  question  of  dispensary  arrangements  and 
attendance  upon  the  sick.

BIRMINGHAM. 

The  Chemist's  Shop  in  the  Bull  Ring,  so  long  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Mr.  Flewitt,  has  just  been  closed,  the  proprietor 
giving  up  business,  owing  to  advancing  age.  Mr.  Flewitt  has 
occupied  the  premises  for  nearly  half  a  century,  and  the 
business  was  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  town  when  he  took  it. 
In  the  first  number  of  Ariss  Gazette,  issued  in  1741,  the  shop 
was  advertised  for  sale  as  "  this  old-established  apothecaries' 
business."  It  is  likely  that  it  has  now  finished  its  career  as 
a  pharmacy.  A  few  weeks  ago  we  reported  the  "golden 
wedding  "  of  the  worthy  owner. 

Alleged  Breach  of  Contract.— On  June  16,  at  the 
Oldbury  County  Court,  George  Roberts,  chemist,  High  Street, 
West  Bromwich,  sued  Charles  Thomas  Price,  of  48  Lantanny 
Lane,  West  Bromwich,  for  the  sum  of  1QI.,  in  respect  of  an 
alleged  breach  of  agreement.  Defendant  had  been  in  the 
employ  of  the  plaintiff,  and  signed  an  agreement  which  pro- 
vided that,  on  leaving  the  plaintiff,  he  "should  not,  on  his 
own  account  or  as  assistant  or  servant  to  any  other  person, 
carry  on  the  trade  or  business  of  a  soda-water  manufac- 
turer within  a  radius  of  six  miles  of  West  Bromwich."  Mr. 
Shakespeare,  who  defended,  contended  that  there  had  not 
been  any  breach  of  the  agreement,  inasmuch  as  his  client 
had  not  carried  on  business.    The  case  was  adjourned. 


DARLINGTON. 

An  Inquest  took  place  on  Wednesday,  at  Close  House, 
touching  the  death  of  the  infant  of  Michael  Walton,  coke- 
drawer,  which  died  from  laudanum  administered  in  error  by 
the  nurse,  Isabella  Summerscales,  who  had  so  painful  a  sense 
of  her  position  that  she  was  in  fits  for  nearly  an  hour.  The 
jury  found  a  verdict  of  "Death  from  misadventure." 


NEWCASTLE. 

The  Affairs  of  Nelson  Brothers,  Blyth. — On  Tues- 
day the  adjourned  examination  of  Joseph  Jacob  Nelson  and 
John  Nelson,  trading  as  J.  Nelson  &  Sons,  chemists,  drug- 
gists, and  soda-water  manufacturers,  Blyth,  was  held  at  the 
Newcastle  Bankruptcy  Court  before  Mr.  Registrar  Daggett. 
The  examination  was  subsequetly  closed. 


PORTSMOUTH. 

Futcher's  Fulmination. — Surely  the  trade  will  hence- 
forth devote  their  exclusive  energies  to  the  promotion  of  Mr. 
Futcher's  interests.  Below  is  an  advertissment  of  his  cut 
from  the  Portsmouth  Evening  Mail.  "Notice!  If  any 
chemist  recommends  'some  preparation'  of  his  own  make 
when  '  Futcher's  Neuralgic  Pills '  are  asked  for,  insist  on 
having  what  you  came  to  his  shop  for,  and  let  him  keep  his 
'  own  preparation  '  or  advertise  it  in  a  straight  forward  manner, 
and  '  then  '  wait  till  it  is  asked  for.  '  Surely  people  know  what 
they  want.'  Mr.  Futcher  allows  chemists  a  fair  profit,  and 
subscribes  half  a  guinea  yearly  to  the  '  Pharmaceutical  Bene- 
volent Fund,'  for  the  relief  of  distressed  members  or  asso- 
ciates of  the  Society,  and  pharmaceutical  chemists  and 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  their  widows  and  orphans,  so 
they  have  'no  right  '  to  resort  to  the  above  trick." 


SKIPTON. 

Carbolic  Acid  Kept  in  a  Pot. — An  inquest  was  held 
on  June  15  at  the  Skipton  Union  Workhouse  touching  the 
death  of  Hiram  Barrett,  an  imbecile  inma'e  of  the  work- 
house, who  died  from  accidental  poisoning.  On  the  previous 
morning  the  deceased  came  into  the  kitchen  of  the  work- 
house, and  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  matron  he 
got  into  the  scullery,  and  must  have  drunk  liquid  carbolic 
acid,  which  was  kept  in  a  pot  and  used  for  disinfecting 
rooms  occupied  by  scarlet  fever  cases.  The  jury  found  a 
verdict  that  deceased  had  accidentally  poisoned  himself  by 
drinking  carbolic  acid. 


WALSALL. 

A  Little  Knowledge,  &c. — On  June  17,  Mr.  Hooper, 
coroner,  held  an  inquest  on  the  body  of  William  Henry  Mills 
(aged  19),  chemist's  assistant,  who  was  found  dead  in  bed  at 
the  house  of  his  father,  Mr.  William  Mills,  solicitor,  on  the 
previous  Tuesday.  The  evidence  showed  that  the  deceased 
returned  to  his  father's  house  on  Sunday  morning  for  the 
Whitsuntide  holidays,  bringing  with  him  Charles  Insley,  a 
friend  and  fellow-assistant,  in  the  employ  of  Messrs.  Wright 
&  Son,  grocers  and  chemists  and  druggists,  Bur;on-on-Trent. 
The  two  spent  Monday  together  in  Birmingham,  and  on  their 
return  to  Walsall  at  night  the  deceased  was  rather  the  worse 
for  drink.  They  retired  to  rest  together — the  deceased  being 
then,  as  he  had  been  throughout  the  visit,  on  perfectly  good 
terms  with  his  friends — and  at  about  a  quarter  to  four  Insley 
touched  the  deceased's  leg  with  his  foot,  and  found  it  cold. 
He  endeavoured  to  rouse  him,  and  failing,  fetched  Mr.  Mills, 
senior,  who  went  for  a  doctor,  while  Insley  rubbed  the 
deceased's  chest  and  arms.  Mr.  Willmore  attended,  and  a 
bottle  labelled  "  Hydrocyanic  acid  "  was  found  on  the  floor 
on  the  deceased's  side  of  the  bed.  Insley  said  he  had  never 
seen  the  bottle  before,  and  had  never  known  deceased  take 
prussic  acid  to  sober  himself.  Mr.  Gillespie,  who  represented 
the  family  of  the  deceased,  said  his  theory  was  that  the 
deceased,  having  a  smattering  of  medical  knowledge,  had 
become  aware  of  the  fact  that  prussic  acid  was  used  to  bring 
people  back  to  sobriety  after  excessive  drinking,  and  that  in 
this  instance  he  had  taken  an  overdose.  The  jury,  adopting 
this  view,  found  that  the  deceased  poisoned  himself  by  taking 
an  overdose  of  prussic  acid,  but  that  there  was  no  evidence 
to  show  his  state  of  mind  at  the  time ;  and  the  coroner  and 
jury  joined  in  an  expression  of  deep  sympathy  with  the 
parents  and  family  of  the  deceased. 


WELSHPOOL. 

The  Strychnine  Poisoning  Case.— The  inquest  on  the 
body  of  William  Mabbot,  who  died  from  the  effects  of  a 
draught  of  porter  which  he  had  received  from  a  man  named 
Samuels  (p.  588),  was  held  at  the  Bull  Hotel,  Welshpool,  on 
Wednesday,  the  16th  inst.,  before  E.  M.  Jones,  Esq.,  district 
coroner.  Proof  was  given  that  Samuels  gave  the  porter  to 
deceased,  and  that  the  latter  immediately  after  he  swallowed 
it  declared  that  he  was  dosed.  Mr.  Marston,  M.R  OS.,  de- 
posed that  he  was  called  to  attend  deceased.  He  had  found 
white  crystals  adhering  to  the  sides  of  the  porter  jug.  To- 
gether with  Mr.  Hawksworth,  M.R.C.S  ,  he  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  was  a  case  of  strychnine  poisoning,  from  the 
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fact  that  convulsive  spasms  occurred  frequently  and  were 
very  violent.  They  had  administered  emetics,  used  the 
stomach-pump,  and  had  thoroughly  washed  out  the  stomach. 
After  some  further  particulars,  Mr.  Hawksworth  gave  corro- 
borative evidence,  and  stated  that  he  had  examined  the 
crystals  found  in  the  jug  by  three  diflererent  methods,  and 
found  them  to  be  strychnine.  lie  examined  the  washings 
out  of  the  stomach,  but  did  not  find  any  traces  of  strychnine. 
He  had  not  expected  to  find  strychnine  in  the  solution  be- 
cause he  had  no  methods  at  command  sufficiently  delicate. 
The  residue  of  the  solution  was  retained.  In  a  post-mortem 
examination  made  by  Mr.  Marston  and  him,  they  found  the 
bod}-  perfectly  healthy,  and  the  appearances  were  consistent 
with  poisoning  from  strychnine.  The  lungs  were  intensely 
congested  and  livid  in  colour.  They  indicated  death  from 
asphyxia,  caused  by  strychnine  poisoning.  He  did  not  think 
an  examination  of  the  contents  of  the  stomach  to  be  neces- 
sary in  order  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  death. 

Other  evidence  was  given,  and  a  tailor  named  George 
Ellis  deposed  to  having  tried  to  obtain  some  strychnine  by 
request  of  Samuels.  He  was  accompanied  by  a  man  named 
George  Morris.  , They  first  went  to  the  shop  of  Mr.  Thomas 
(Jriffiths,  and  Morris  asked  for  threepenny  worth  of  strych- 
nine. Mr.  Griffiths  was  in  the  shop,  and  he  asked  Morris 
what  he  wanted  it  for,  and  Morris  said  he  wanted  it  for  an 
engine-driver  on  the  railway,  but  Mr.  Griffiths  refused  to 
supply  it.  They  then  went  to  Mr.  Moses,  chemist,  Berriew 
Street,  and  Morris  asked  for  threepennyworth  of  strychnine, 
and  Mr.  Moses  said  they  did  not  keep  it  there.  Samuels  was 
then  informed  of  the  non-success,  and  a  man  named 
Edwards  volunteered  to  get  it  at  Mr.  George  Davies's,  who 
had  gone  out,  because  the  assistant  lad  would  give  it,  and 
they  were  to  say  it  was  for  William  Francis,  a  shunter,  to  put 
under  the  stable  to  poison  the  rats.  Morris  asked  for  the 
strychnine.  The  apprentice  asked  who  it  was  for,  and  Morris 
replied  that  Mr.  Francis  wanted  it  to  poison  some  rats.  The 
boy  refused  to  let  him  have  it,  and  they  took  the  sixpence  back 
again  to  Samuels,  who  said  he  was  sorry  he  could  not  get  it, 
as  the  rats  were  eating  the  cheese. 

Another  witness  deposed  to  having  been  asked  by  Samuels 
to  get  some  strychnine,  and  John  Pugh,  a  gardener,  stated 
that  on  June  7  Samuels  askei  him  to  go  to  Mr.  George 
Davies,  and  get  sixpennyworth  of  strychnine  for  him,  and 
told  him  to  say  that  it  was  for  Mr.  Morris,  Henfaes,  and  he 
wanted  it  to  destroy  rats.  He  was  supplied  with  something, 
and  paid  Qd.  for  it.  He  did  not  sign  his  name  for  it.  He 
asked  for  the  strychnine  for  Moi-as^and  did  not  think  that 
Sanmsls's  name  was  mentioned.  He  took  what  he  was 
supplied  with  to  Samuels,  who  said  it  was  not  the  stuff ;  it 
was  not  strychnine.  He  went  back  with  it,  and  Mr.  Davies 
took  the  bottle  back  and  gave  him  a  small  packet.  He  had 
to  sign  his  name  in  a  book  in  Mr.  Davies's  presence.  When 
he  took  it  to  Samuels  he  said,  "  That's  the  stuff." 

George  Edward  Davies,  called,  said:  I  am  a  registered 
chenrst  and  druggist,  and  carry  on  business  at  33  Broad 
Sreet,  Welshpool.  I  have  in  my  shop  an  apprentice  named 
Marshall,  who  has  been  with  me  three  years,  and  he  is  trust- 
worthy in  every  respect.  On  Monday,  "the  7th  inst.,  between 
9  and  10  o'clock,  I  was  in  my  shop  when  John  Pugh,  the  last 
witness,  came  there.  Pugh  said  he  wanted  sixpennyworth 
of  rat  poison  for  Mr.  Morris,  the  Vaults,  to  kill  rats  at  the 
Henfaes,  and  I  gave  him  the  pot  of  phosphor  paste  now 
produced,  for  which  he  paid.  Shortly  afterwards  he  returned 
bringing  the  phosphor  paste  with  him,  saying  it  was  not  what 
he  wanted.  Being  soiled,  I  put  it  aside  to  be  re-wrapped.  I 
told  him  he  could  have  nothing  better  for  destroying  rats, 
but  he  said  it  was  not  the  right  stuff.  I  asked,  "  Then  what 
i-.it  you  want  ?  "  When  he  said  it  was  the  same  as  Parry 
the  ratcatcher  used,  and  gave  me  an  idea  of  the  name,  I  said, 
"  Is  it  strychnine  ?  "  and  he  said  "  Yes,  that's  the  stuff."  I 
then  said,  "  Where  is  Parry  ?  "  and  Pugh  said  he  was  at  the 
Vaults.  I  then  inquired  if  any  instructions  had  been  given 
by  him  as  to  its  use,  as  it  was  a  very  dangerous  poison,  and 
required  great  care.  Pugh  replied  "  Yes,  that  it  was  to  be 
mixed  with  flour."  I  recommended  plain  oatmeal  to  be  used 
two  or  three  nights,  and  then  to  mix  the  strychnine  with  it.  I 
registered  the  sale,  which  Pugh  signed,  and  supplied  him  with 
a  packet  containing  15  grains.  The  packet  had  the  word 
"  Strychnine  "  written  upon  it,  and  a  printed  "  Poison  "  label 
with  my  name  and  address.  Pugh  was  well  known  to  me 
for  twenty  years.    Mr.  Morris  is  a  customer  of  mine,  and 


Pugh  is  often  in  his  employ,  and  has  frequently  been  at  my 
shop  on  errands  for  him,  so  that  I  had  every  confidence  in 
his  statement. 

The  Coroner  here  read  the  regulations  relating  to  the  sale- 
of  poisons,  and  said  it  would  be  illegal  to  supply  a  man  with 
poison,  unless  he  was  known  to  the  chemist,  or  introduced  by- 
one  known  to  the  chemist.  That  regulation  had  of  course 
been  complied  with  by  Mr.  Davies. 

After  some  further  evidence  the  Coroner  summed  up,  and1 
the  jury  after  a  few  minutes'  consideration  brought  in  a  ver- 
dict of  "Wilful  murder"  against  William  Samuels,  who  was- 
brought  before  the  magistrates  on  Wednesday  of  this  week, 
by  whom  he  was  remitted  to  the  assizes  at  Newtown,  to  be- 
held on  the  8th  July. 


WOLVERHAMPTON. 

The  Dangers  of  a  Menagerie. — On  Wednesday  night,. 
June  16,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Wedge,  chemist,  Queen  Street, 
WolverhamptoD,  met  with  an  alarming  accident.  She  was 
visiting  Wombell's  menagerie,  when  she  was  pushed  against, 
one  of  the  dens.  In  her  effort  to  save  herself  from  falling, 
she  grasped  at  the  bars,  when  her  hand  was  instantly 
seized  by  a  leopard.  Fortunately  she  was  released  before 
the  animal  could  inflict  any  more  serious  injury  upon  her 
than  a  few  scratches.

Edinburgh 
furnished  Messrs.  Noble,  Ainslie,  J.  B.  Stephenson,  Young, 
McGlashan,  Macpherson,  Aitken,  Forret,  Smith,  Robertson, 
Boa,  Fraser,  Duncan,  Baildon,  Mackenzie,  Hendry,  Henry, 
Laird,  Gilmour,  Coates,  McLaren,  Fred.  Stephenson  ;  Mr.  Coats 
represented  Leith  ;  Portobello  sent  Mr.  Nesbit.  From  more 
remote  parts  there  were  Mr.  Watt,  Haddington  ;  Mr.  Pater- 
son,  Aberdeen  ;  Mr.  Storrar,  Kirkcaldy  ;  and  Mr.  Borland, 
Kilmarnock,  who  was  the  only  representative  from  the  West 
of  Scotland. 

After  some  preliminary  discussion  among  those  occupying 
the  front  seats,  it  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Borland  should  take 
the  chair.  He  thanked  the  meeting  for  the  honour,  and 
after  reading  the  billet  calling  the  meeting  referred  to  the 
first  part  of  the  business,  viz.  the  nomination  of  an  examiner, 
and  explained  how  the  vacancy  had  occurred.  He  passed  an 
eulogium  on  Mr.  Baildon  for  the  satisfactory  nature  of  his 
services  during  the  time  he  was  a  member  of  the  board  of 
examiners.  As  chairman  he  was  not  sure  whether  he  was 
doing  right  in  this,  but  he  took  the  liberty  of  nominating 
Mr.  D.  B.  Dott  to  fill  the  vacancy.  He  felt  sure  that  the 
testimony  which  pharmaceutical  literature  bore  to  Mr.  Dott's 
scientific  attainments  would  recommend  him  as  eminently 
suited  for  the  position,  and  it  was  only  the  other  day  that  he 
had  seen  in  the  public  prints  that  Mr.  Dott  had  patented  a 
process  for  the  artificial  production  of  codeine.  Mr.  Noble 
seconded  Mr.  Dott's  nomination.  The  Chairman  then  said 
there  might  be  other  names  to  suggest  to  the  meeting.  Mr. 
J.  B.  Stephenson  emphatically  protested  against  the  intro- 
duction.of  any  other  names.  Mr.  J.  K.  Young  said  that  he 
entirely  objected  to  the  way  in  which  Mr.  Stephenson  laid 
down  the  law  in  this  matter.  There  was  a  perfect  freedom 
to  the  meeting  to  bring  up  other  names  if  it  thought  fit. 

Mr.  Baildon  thought  the  object  of  the  meeting  was  to 
nominate  an  examiner,  and  not  to  send  up  a  host  of  such  to 
the  Council.  This  view  was  supported  by  Mr.  Mackenzie. 
Mr.  Gilmour  so  far  agreed  with  them,  but  considered  that 
the  meeting  should  be  allowed  to  bring  up  more  names  than 
one  if  necessary.  The  Chairman  said  it  was  only  fair  that 
the  meeting  should  have  freedom  in  the  matter. 

The  nomination  of  Mr.  Dott  was  then  unanimously  accepted 
by  the  meeting.  This  part  of  the  business  occupied  about 
half  an  hour. 

Mr.  Borland  then  said  that  he  had  without  hesitation 
occupied  the  chair  during  the  time  the  business  relating  to 
the  nomination  of  an  examiner  had  been  under  discussion, 
but  he  now  desired  to  vacate  it,  because  he  knew  that  there 
existed  a  difference  of  opinion  regarding  the  selection  of  a 
chairman  for  the  second  part  of  the  business.  He  thereupon 
left  the  chair. 

A  promiscuous  and  somewhat  lively  discussion  thereupon 
ensued  as  to  who  should  occupy  the  chair.  Some  expressed 
themselves  in  favour  of  a  member  of  Council,  either  Mr. 
Borland  or  Mr.  Baildon,  while  others  thought  an  independent 
member  should  preside. 

Mr.  McLaren  proposed  that  Mr.  Borland  should  be  ap- 
pointed chairman,  and  Mr.  Young  seconded  this,  and  said 
he  thought  a  councillor  should  certainly  be  the  chairman, 
as  the  meeting  was  convened  by  the  Council.  Mr.  Watt 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  Stephenson  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Mackenzie.    Tnere  being  no  chairman  meanwhile  to  ma'n- 


tain  order,  the  discussion  at  this  stage  became  somewhat 
alarming  and  unnecessarily  warm.  Ultimately,  in  order  to 
facilitate  business,  Mr.  McLaren  withdrew  his  preference  for 
Mr.  Borland,  and  Mr.  Young,  his  seconder,  being  agreeable 
to  this,  Mr.  AVatt  was  appointed  chairman. 

The  meeting  from  this  point  occupied  fully  two  hours,  and 
the  following  is  a  digest  of  the  proceedings. 

Mr.  Watt,  on  taking  the  chair,  said  he  wished  to  remark 
that  he  considered  ic  would  have  been  improper  to  allow  a 
councillor  to  be  chairman  of  this  meeting,  seeing  that  it  was 
called  to  select  a  deputation  to  meet  the  Council.  He  con- 
sidered this  to  be  a  very  important  meeting,  and  one  which 
marked  a  crisis  in  the  history  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  here  said  that  he  thought  the  assistant 
secretary  (Mr.  Hill)  ought  to  leave  the  room.  There  was, 
however,  a  very  decided  show  of  feeling  in  favour  of  his 
remaining,  especially  on  the  part  of  the  younger  pharma- 
cists. One  gentleman  observed  that  if  Mr.  Hill  were  ejected  I 
as  secretary,  he  could  return  as  a  memter  of  the  Society.  I 
The  Chairman  said  the  meeting  was  public,  and  could  be 
reported  freely  by  anyone  desirous  of  so  doing. 

Mr.  Storrar  asked  if  the  secretary  had  special  instruc- 
tions  regarding  this  meeting.    Mr  Hill  said  his  instructions  :; 
were  to  be  present  during  the  entire  meeting,  and  to  forward 
to  the  secretary  a  note  of  the  resolutions  come  to  by  the 
meeting. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  then  opened  the  discussion  in  regard  to 
the  deputation  on  Scottish  business.    He  said  all  he  wanted  t 
was  use  and  wont.    No  change  should  have  been  made  until  I 
a  ne  w  system  hid  been  inaugurated.    He  was  quite  willing 
to  let  bygones  be  bygones,  and  would  be  satisfied  with  what  • 
Mr.  Carteighe  had  conversationally  promised  to  him,  which 
was  approximately  this : — 1st.  Executive  committee,  with  1 
president  and  vice-president.    2nd.  An  arrangement  for  the  I 
payment  of  fares  to  those  who  came  from  a  distance,  so  that  I 
the  country  might  be  better  represented.    3rd.  That  the 
duties  of    the  assistant    secretary   be   directed  by  this  I 
committee. 

Mr.  Paterson  asked  when  this  conversation  took  place. 
Mr.  Mackenzie  said  about  a  year  ago. 

Mr.  Borland  thought  that  "  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Scotland  "  was  more  dignified  than 
"  North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,"  for 
the  former  indicated  the  Society  itself,  whilst  the  latter 
pointed  to  a  mere  "branch.''  It  occurred  to  him  that  the 
difficulty  regarding  the  titles  might  ba  got  over  by  having 
two  vice-presidents  of  the  Society,  one  of  these  -to  preside 
over  the  executive  committee  in  Scotland.  The  same  dignity 
is  not  attached  to  "  chairman"  in  Scotland  as  to  "  president. 'r 

The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  the  charter  of  the  Society 
said  one  president  and  one  vice-president  only,  and  he  feared 
Mr.  Borland's  suggestion  would  not  do.  Besides,  he  con- 
sidered %\\^X  president  of  committee  was  anomalous  ;  it  should 
be  chairman. 

Mr.  Paterson  (Aberdeen)  said  he  cared  nothing  for  the . 
titles,  whether  chairman  or  president.     He  thought  there 
should  be  an  amendment  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  that  this. 
matter  should  be  set  at  rest  once  and  for  ever.    There  should 
be  a  North  British  branch,  but,  so  far  as  it  had  been,  it  had 
been  illegal.    It  could  only  be  set  right  by  a  new  Act  of-  ' 
Parliament.    He  should  like  to  see  all  parts  of  the  country 
get  some  more  good  from  the  Society.    The  North  British 
branch  did  not  do  them  much  good  in  the  north. 

Mr.  Baildon  thought  it  would  be  straining  the  charter  to 
elect  two  vice-presidents  as  Mr.  Borland  had  suggested,  and 
even  if  this  were  done  they  could  not  always  provide  for  one 
being  in  Scotland.  He  was  of  opinion  that  the  Privy  Council 
would  not  grant  the  Society  the  power  to  elect  the  proposed 
executive  committee.  His  feeling — although  desirous  of 
being  conciliatory — was  that  we  must  go  back  to  the  idea  of 
a  branch ;  and  this  had  been  practically  admitted  by  the 
Council  in  their  action  of  ca  ling  this  meeting  to  nominate 
an  examiner.  We  should  in  the  meantime  return  to  the  status 
quo,  and  let  the  Society  amend  its  charter  and  legalise  it. 

Mr.  Gilmour  suggested  that  the  discussion  should  be 
confined  to  the  direct  issue  in  question.  Was  the  deputation 
to  be  sent  to  argue  the  status  quo,  or  arrange  the  matter  as. 
appeared  best  ? 

Mr.  Young  agreed  with  a  great  dea1  that  Mr.  Paterson  hai 
said.  "  What,"  he  asked,  "  hai  the  old  status  quo  done  for 
Sjotland  ? "    There  was  no;  even  a  representative  at  the 
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meeting  from  Glasgow,  a  near  and  populous  city.  This,  he 
thought,  was  an  indication  of  the  esteem  in  which  the  old 
state  of  things  was  held.  It  ought  to  be  considered  whether 
the  proposals  now  made  would  produce  better  results  than 
the  old  branch.  It  did  not  bring  Scottish  pharmacists  to- 
gether. Its  operations  were  pretty  much  confined  to  Edin- 
burgh. He  considered  that  the  arrangement  suggested  by 
the  Council  held  the  field  against  any  other  proposal.  Mr. 
Young  created  some  amusement  by  remarking  that  although 
he  had  been  president  of  the  North  British  branch  for  two 
periods  he  had  never  received  in  virtue  of  such  position  an 
invitation  to  dinner.  He  could  not  in  consequence  attach 
much  significance  to  the  cry  to  keep  up  the  dignity  of  the 
Society,  by  means  of  titles,  in  the  eyes  of  other  scientific 
bodies. 

Mr.  Storrar  (Kirkcaldy)  said  that  the  invitation  issued 
to  them  to  meet  on  the  present  occasion  indicated  that  the 
Society  was  prepared  to  go  beyond  their  recommendations 
and  meet  any  proposals  in  a  give  and  take  spirit.  He  thought 
the  Society  should  be  met  in  this  spirit.  It  appeared  to  him 
that  it  was  impossible  to  go  back  to  use  and  wont.  To  stand 
up  for  such  a  trifle  as  the  titles  appeared  to  him  to  be 
frivolous. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Stephenson  thought  much  of  the  speaking  had 
been  away  from  the  point.  He  would  have  a  president  and 
vice-president,  and  the  designation  North  British  Branch. 
This  would  be  for  the  interest  of  the  Society.  Better  want 
the  whole  thing  than  want  the  titles,  as  he  had  indicated.  It 
was  repugnant  to  the  charter  to  appoint  a  committee  outside 
the  members  of  Council.  The  Privy  Council  would  not 
sanction  such  a  by-law.  It  would  be  more  inconsistent  than 
the  old  state  of  things. 

Mr.  McLaren  agreed  with  the  remarks  made  by  Mr. 
•'Storrar.  He  would  rather  have  no  connection  at  all  with  the 
Society  than  revert  to  the  old  regime.  They  should  meet  the 
Society,  and  discuss  the  matter  amicably. 

Mr.  Borland  considered  that  it  would  be  futile  to  ap- 
proach the  Society  if  nothing  but  the  status  quo  were  to  be 
argued. 

After  some  further  desultory  discussion,  which  added 
nothing  of  importance  to  what  had  already  been  said,  Mr. 
Mackenzie  moved  the  following  resolution: — 

"  That  this  meeting  has  pleasure  in  complying  with  the 
request  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  send 
a  deputation  of  members  and  associates  in  business  resident 
in  Scotland  to  confer  with  it ;  and  hereby  resolves  to  appoint 
such  a  deputation,  and  instructs  it  to  lay  before  the  Council 
the  special  claims  of  members  and  associates  in  Scotland, 
and  expresses  the  hope  that  a  settlement  may  speedily  be 
effected."    Mr.  McGlashan  seconded. 

By  this  time  only  about  a  dozen  persons  remained.  After 
a  good  deal  of  proposing  and  voting,  the  following  four  gentle- 
men were  selected  to  form  the  deputation  to  meet  the  Council 
of  the  Society  in  London: — Mr.  Watt  (Haddington),  Mr. 
Storrar  (Kirkcaldy),  Mr.  Strachan  (Aberdeen),  Mr.  Noble 
(Edinburgh),  with  power  to  substitute  other  names  in  event 
of  any  of  these  being  unable  to  act. 

The  meeting  separated  about  2.45  P.M. 


F  E  E  N  C  II  CORRESPONDENCE. 


(From  our  Special  Correspondent.') 

Hp..  Brown-Sequard  was,  on  Monday,  June  21,  elected  a 
member  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  for  the  section  of 
medicine  and  surgery.  He  takes  the  place  of  Dr.  Vulpian, 
who,  at  a  previous  sitting,  was  elected  Perpetual  Secretary. 

The  Rennes  School  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy. — 
M.  Crie,  formerly  professor  of  Botany  at  the  Faculty  of 
Sciences  of  Rennes,  has  been  appointed  a  supplemental  pro- 
fessor of  Natural  History  at  the  School  of  Medicine  and 
Pharmacy  of  the  same  place. 

The  Responsibility  in  Dispensing  Poisons. —  Some 
time  since  a  question  of  medico-pharmaceutical  ethics  had 
been  presented  to  the  Paris  Society  of  Legal  Medicine,  by  M. 
Yvon,  the  well-known  pharmacist,  one  of  its  members.  The 


question  was  substantially  as  follows  :  "  What  is  the  respon- 
sibility of  pharmacists  on  dispensing  poisonous  preparations, 
when  they  are  not  certain  whether  the  person  signing  the 
prescription  is  duly  qualified  to  write  such  an  order  ?  "  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Society,  a  committee  appointed  for 
the  purpose,  through  its  chairman.  Dr.  Horteloup,  reported 
the  following  conclusions  : — (1)  The  pharmacist,  being,  like 
everyone,  responsible  for  his  own  doings,  must  by  all  means 
within  his  power  ascertain  whether  the  prescription  ordering 
toxic  substances  really  comes  from  a  person  duly  qualified. 
When  all  possible  precautions  have  been  taken,  the  dispen- 
ser's responsibility  ends.  (  2)  As  the  law  is  silent,  the  Society 
prays  that  some  regulation  be  made  compelling  every 
physician  prescribing  a  poisonous  medicine  to  print  on  the 
paper,  by  means  of  some  hand-stamp,  his  name,  qualification, 
and  address.  The  Society  has  adopted  the  committee's  con- 
clusions. So  that,  if  its  prayer  be  heard,  every  physician,  on 
starting  to  visit  his  patients,  will  have  to  carry  his  hand- 
stamp  about  him,  in  the  same  way  as  French  Nimrods  must 
have  their  shooting  permit  (port-(Varmes)  when  they  go  about 
murdering  sparrows. 


A  POISONS  BILL  IN  THE  CAPE  OF  GOOD  HOPE 
PARLIAMENT. 


THE  Cape  Argus  of  June  1  reports  an  influential  meeting  of 
chemists  and  druggists  in  Cape  Town,  hastily  convened, 
which  was  held  in  Dr.  Beck's  consulting-room,  Adderley 
Street,  on  May  31,  at  11  A.M  ,  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
into  consideration  the  "  Poisons  Bill "  now  before  the  Cape 
Parliament,  which  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Des  Yages,  M.L.A. 

Considering  the  short  notice  at  which  the  meeting  was 
called  there  was  a  very  good  attendance,  the  following 
gentlemen  being  present: — Messrs.  J.  A.  Mathew  (in  the 
chair),  Samuel  Cox,  A.  Cleghorn,  J.  Cooper,  J.  Jones,  B.  des 
Vages,  C.  H.  Biisenberg,  A.  Drummond,  J.  Mocke,  L.  Mally, 
W.  Pocock,  Lacey,  J.  W.  Reeler,  H.  Yebb,  and  J.  des  Yages, 
M.L.A.  Regret  was  expressed  at  the  unavoidable  absence 
of  Mr.  J.  Heynes,  the  convener  of  the  meeting. 

A  long  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  advisability  or  other- 
wise of  altering  the  existing  law  relating  to  pharmacy,  and 
it  was  ultimately  agreed  that  no  legislation  on  the  subject 
should  be  proceeded  with  hastily,  but  that  time  should  be 
given  to  the  chemists  and  druggists  throughout  the  colony  to 
discuss  the  several  matters  of  interest  to  the  profession.  It 
was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  gentlemen  present  that 
the  Bill  now  before  Parliament  is  incomplete,  and,  as  a 
whole,  inapplicable  in  its  provisions  to  the  requirements  of 
the  public  and  the  profession.  This  being  brought  forcibly 
to  the  notice  of  Mr.  Des  Vages,  that  gentleman  disclaimed 
any  responsibility  for  the  Bill  as  it  now  stands,  it  having 
been  drafted  at  the  instance  of  an  executive  committee  of 
chemists  at  Graham's  Town,  who  unfortunately  were  not 
sufficiently  representative  of  the  majority  of  chemists 
throughout  the  colony,  and  he  expressed  his  willingness  to 
shelve  the  Bill  for  the  present  session. 

Ultimately,  after  considerable  discussion,  the  following 
motion,  proposed  by  Mr.  W.  Pocock  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
J.  W.  Reeler,  was  unanimously  carried,  viz. : — "  That,  upon 
consideration  of  Mr.  Des  Yages  withdrawing  his  Bill  for  the 
present  session,  this  meeting  appoints  a  provisional  com- 
mittee of  seven  chemists  to  arrange  preliminaries  for  the 
formation  of  a  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  report  progress 
during  the  recess." 

The  election  of  the  seven  members  was  then  proceeded 
with  by  ballot,  Messrs.  Des  Vages,  M.L  A.,  ami  Cleghorn 
being  appointed  scrutineers.  The  following  were  the  names 
selected : — Messrs.  Bosenberg,  Heynes,  Mathew,  Mocke, 
Pocock,  Reeler,  and  Yebb.  Inter  alia,  a  strong  expression 
of  opinion  was  solicited  as  to  the  inutility  of  the  Colonial 
Medical  Board  as  an  examining  body,  it  being  the  unanimous 
desire  of  those  present  to  see  the  Board  reconstituted,  so 
that  pharmacy  should  be  strongly  represented,  and  the 
examinations  of  candidates  for  chemists'  licences  should  be 
conducted  by  practical  pharmacists. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Des  Vages  for  his  attendance  and 
to  Mr.  Mathew  for  presiding  brought  the  meeting  to  an  end.

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ACID  PHOSPHATES. 


By  R.  Bother. 

TO  the  Druggists  Circular  for  May  Mr.  Bother  communi- 
cates a  paper  on  this  subject.  He  points  out  that  the 
dilute  phosphoric  acid  of  the  last  United  States  Pharma- 
copoeia contained  meta  and  pyrophosphoric  acid,  from  the 
fact  that  it  was  made  from  glacial  phosphoric  acid,  and  con- 
sequently precipitated  the  corresponding  insoluble  iron  salts 
when  added  to  a  solution  of  ferric  salt,  and  thus  gave  rise 
to  misunderstandings  between  prescribers  and  dispensers. 
He  then  refers  to  pyrophosjihate  of  iron  (prepared  from  ferric 
citrate  and  sodium  pyrophosphate)  and  shows  that  the  addi- 
tion of  phosphoric  acid  to  this  salt  causes  precipitation  of 
ferric  pyrophosphate  Fe4  (P20,)3,  and  to  prevent  the  precipi- 
tation suggests  the  addition  of  potassium  citrate.  The  fol- 
lowing formula  affords  a  solution  not  very  prone  to  deterio- 
ration under  proper  conditions  : — 

Pyrophosphate  of  irou   ..       ..       ..  2  drams 

Potassium  citrate..       ..       ..       ..  2  „ 

Phosphoric  acid,  official   193  grains 

Water,  sufficient  to  make                ..  1  fl.  oz. 

Mix  the  phosphoric  acid  with  enough  water  to  bring  the 
liquid  to  the  measure  of  a  fluid  ounce  and  add  the  potassium 
citrate.  Stir  the  mixture  well  together,  add  the  pyrophos- 
phate of  iron,  and  apply  heat  until  most  of  the  latter  has 
dissolved ;  decant  the  solution,  add  a  little  water  to  the 
residue,  and  when  this  has  been  dissolved  as  before,  unite  the 
solution  with  the  decanted  portion,  together  with  enough 
water  to  make  the  liquid  measure  one  fluid  ounce,  and  filter 
if  desirable. 

Phosphoric  Acid. 

Beferring  to  this  acid  Mr.  Bother  says  that  an  objection  to 
the  official  process  is  that  the  nitric  acid  in  excess  cannot 
be  thoroughly  removed,  and  hence  microbic  growths  invari- 
ably appear  in  the  diluted  acid.  He  has  found  that  diluted 
phosphoric  acid  containing  a  trace  of  hydrochloric  acid  is  free 
from  this  objection,  and  believes  that  the  addition  of  a  little  hy- 
drochloric acid  to  the  concentrated  phosphoric  acid,  in  con- 
junction with  heat,  will  destroy  the  persistent  vestiges  of 
nitric  acid.  In  this  reaction  the  nitric  and  hydrochloric 
acids  mutually  destroy  each  other,  and  are  dissipated  as  lower 
oxides  of  nitrogen  and  free  chlorine.  Incidentally  any  traces 
of  arsenic  are  expelled  as  volatile  arsenious  chloride.  The 
slight  excess  of  hydrochloric  acid  eventually  serves  to  prevent 
the  development  of  bacterial  protophytes  in  the  diluted  acid. 

Mr.  Bother  is  not  a  believer  in  the  decimal  basis  of  strength, 
and  suggests  that  the  U.S. P.  dilute  phosphoric  acid  should 
be  increased  about  25  per  cent,  in  strength. 

Calcium  Superphosphates. 

Previously  he  had  found  that  one  molecule  of  tricalcic  phos- 
phate requires  four  molecules  of  lactic  acid  for  solution.  In 
time  or  on  the  application  of  heat  the  product  is  decomposed, 
crystalline  normal  calcium  phosphate  is  precipitated  and  acid 
calcium  lactate  remains  in  solution.  When  one  molecule  of 
tricalcic  phosphate  is  dissolved  in  six  molecules  of  lactic  acid, 
or  when  three  molecules  of  normal  calcium  lactate  are  treated 
with  two  molecules  of  orthophosphoric  acid,  the  two  results 
are  alike,  and  permanent  solutions  are  obtained.  The  result 
may  be  viewed  as  a  mixture  of  one  molecule  each  of  acid 
calcium  phosphate,  acid  calcium  lactate,  and  normal  calcium 
lactate.  The  solution  will  not  endure  much  heat,  but  at 
ordinary  temperatures  it  is  perfectly  stable,  and  he  has  based 
a  process  for  syrup  of  calcium  lacto-phosphate  upon  this 
reaction.* 

It  is  generally  thought  that  the  acid  calcium  phosphate 
Ca(H.2P04)2  is  a  practically  stable  salve.  If,  however,  the 
diluted  or  the  strong  phosphoric  acid  be  treated  with  the 
requisite  equivalence  of  calcium  carbonate  the  crystalline 
normal  phosphate  CaHPO,  is  largely  separated.  On  first 
mixing  the  diluted  phosphoric  acid  with  three  times  its 
volume  of  water  before  adding  the  carbonate  a  complete  and 
permanent  solution  results.  When  this  solution  is  heated  to 
boiling  for  a  few  moments,  or  is  partially  evaporated  at  a 
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lower  temperature,  the  normal  phosphate  is  similarly  separated. 
These  results  show  that  the  acid  calcium  phosphate  Ca(H2PO.,)2 
can  exist  only  in  dilute  solution  at  ordinary  temperatures, 
and  that  higher  temperatures  and  greater  concentration 
decompose  it  into  the  normal  phosphate,  CaHPO.,,  and  a 
super-acid  silt.  This  reaction  is  analogous  to  that  of  the 
impermanent  lacto-phosphate,  as  is  seen  from  the  following 
equations : —

and

It  was  accordingly  foun  1  that  a  duplication  of  the  phos- 
phoric acid  in  the  acid  phosphate  generated  a  calcium  super- 
phosphate, which  is  permanent  at  all  temperatures  and 
degrees  of  concentration  excepting  that  approaching  the 
complete  dissipation  of  the  water.  At  this  stage  a  syrupy 
residue  remains  filled  with  crystals  of  the  normal  phosphate. 
On  the  addition  of  water  total  solution  again  takes  place. 
In  the  similar  case  of  the  acid  phosphate,  water  lends  no  aid 
in  redissolving  the  normal  phosphate,  and  hence  it  remains 
undissolved.  As  in  the  acid  salt  the  valence  is  fully  dis- 
tributed, admitting  no  longer  of  integral  subdivision,  it  follows 
that  in  the  super-acid  salt  the  bonds  of  union  are  subvalent. 
For  convenience  its  formula  may  bi  written  CatI2(H.,P04)1, 
although  a  constitutional  expansion  is  also  admissible.  If 
still  more  acid  is  added  no  material  difference  results,  as  the 
separation  of  normal  phosphate  is  not  hindered  when  the 
solution  is  condensed.  The  following  formula  affords  a 
defirite  solution  representing  the  super-phosphate  : — 

Calcium  carbonate   30  grains 

Phosphoric  acid   ..       ..       ..       ..     4  drams 

Water,  sufficient  to  make        . .       . .     2  fl.  oz. 

Mix  the  phosphoric  aci  1  with  water  to  the  measure  of  2 
fluid  oz. ;  then  gradually  add  the  calcium  carbonate  and 
filter  the  solution  if  desirable. 

Ferric  Superphosphates. 

Much  difficulty  is  found  in  devising  solutions  of  ferric 
phosphate  having  a  desirable  permanence.  Ample  experience 
has  shown  that  solutions  of  ferrous  phosphate  are  remark- 
ably unstable  and  scarcely  palatable.  The  metallic  flavour  of 
ferric  phosphates  is  less  pronounced,  but  their  solutions  also 
present  various  features  of  instability.  It  is  taken  for  granted 
that  acid  ferric  phosphate,  Fe(H.2P04)3  is  permanently  stable 
in  solution.  However,  just  as  in  the  case  of  the  acid  calcium 
phosphate  this  notion  is  also  erroneous.  When  a  solution  of 
acid  ferric  phosphate  is  heated,  evaporated,  or  excessively 
diluted  it  is  decomposed,  analogously  to  the  corresponding 
calcium  salt,  as  follows  : — 

SFeCIPPOJ^Fe.CHPOJ.+FeH^H.POJ,. 

But  this  ferric  superphosphate  which  here  remains  in 
solution  is  liable  to  continuous  change,  and  therefore  as  the 
heat,  evaporation,  or  dilution  is  prolonged,  less  and  less  iron 
is  retained  in  solution.  The  remarkable  difference  between 
the  ferric  and  calcium  superphosphate  is  that  in  case  of  the 
latter  the  resulting  precipitate  redissolves  on  dilution, 
while  with  the  former  it  remains  unaffected.  The  higher 
the  acidity  of  a  ferric  superphosphate  the  greater  is  its 
stability;  but  for  practical  purposes  a  salt  containing  a.l 
reasonable  proportion  of  the  base  can  only  commend  itself. 
Although  it  is  not  perfectly  stable  for  an  indefinite  period, 
nevertheless  the  superphosphate  of  the  first  order,  FeHs 
(H2P04)6,  is  practically  applicable  in  a  moderate  degree  of 
dilution.  The  formula  given  below  is  simple  and  facile,  sol 
that  small  quantities  can  be  quickly  prepared,  and  thus 
obviate  the  storing  of  larger  supplies.  The  action  ofr 
glycerine  in  this  connection  is  very  peculiar.  If  added  to  a 
strong  solution  of  the  acid  phosphate  the  mixture  becomes 
instantly  jellied.  In  contact  with  the  superphosphate  precipi- 
tation occurs  only  scantily,  a  compact,  seemingly  crystalline, 
deposit  slowly  forming.  When,  however,  the  superphosphate 
glycerine  mixture  is  diluted  with  water,  even  excessively,  a 
limpid  mixture  results  which  only  becomes  slightly  opalescent 
after  several  hours.  For  purposes  of  direct  administration, 
the  addition  of  glycerine,  therefore,  is  useful  both  for  sweet- 
ening and  preventing  turbidity.  Since  the  normal  ferric 
phosphate  is  not  readily  obtained,  and  is,  moreover,  inapplic 
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ab'e  for  preparing  the  superphosphate,  the  writer  employs 
ferric  citrate.  Tl i is  is  ordinarily  definite,  readily  applicable, 
and  otherwise  unobjectionable.  A  solution  prepared  according 
to  the  following  formula  is  intended  to  represent  about 
2g  grains  of  FeP04.5A.q,  equivalent  to  3  grains  of  the 
citrate  in  the  fluid  drachm. 

It  may  here  be  appropriately  stated  that  if  a  concentrated 
solution  of  ferric  citrate  is  poured  into  the  phosphoric  acid, 
the  colour  is  discharged  instantly.  If,  however,  both  are 
first  diluted,  decolonisation  proceeds  more  slowly.  In  quite 
dilute  form  the  mixture  does  not  lose  its  colour  for  several 
l  ours.    The  slowly  decolourised  solutions  appear  to  be  more 


permanent : — 

Citrate  of  iron       ..       ..  ..  ..  18  grains 

Phosphoric  acid     . .       . .  . .  . .  4  drams 

Water,  .sufficient  to  make  . .  . .  2  fl.  oz. 


Mix  the  phosphoric  acid  with  water  to  the  measure  of  one 
fluid  oz.  Dissolve  the  citrate  of  iron  in  one  fluid  oz.  of  water 
with  the  aid  of  heat,  and  add  water  to  the  solution  till  it 
measures  one  fluid  oz.  Pour  the  iron  solution  into  the  phos- 
phoric acid  mixture  and  filter  if  desirable. 

Compound  Superphosphates. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  so-called  fyrnps  of  phosphates 
are  exceedingly  unstable  preparations.  There  are  several 
reasons  for  this.  Firstly  and  chiefly,  the  acidity  is  inferior, 
and  thus  does  not  admit  of  the  formation  of  true  superphos- 
phates. Secondly,  the  presence  of  sugar  tends  to  disarrange 
the  composition,  as  also  to  cause  discolouration  in  cases 
where  no  artificial  colour  has  been  added.  The  following 
formula  presents  a  substitute  for  these  compounds,  although 
it  by  no  means  supplies  the  desideratum.  Sugar  and  glycerine 
are  intentionally  omitted,  as  either  of  them  will  augment  the 
precipitation.  The  proposed  preparation  contains  iron,  but 
in  case  it  is  thought  desirable  to  omit  it  the  other  salts  can 
be  increased  one-third.

Mix  the  phosphoric  acid  with  water  to  the  measure  of 
li  fluid  oz. ;  then  gradually  add  the  calcium  carbonate,  fol- 
lowed by  the  potassium  bicarbonate  and  sodium  phosphate, 
and  occasionally  agitate  the  mixture  until  solution  has 
resulted.  Dissolve  the  ferric  citrate  in  half  a  fluid  oz.  of 
water  with  the  aid  of  heat,  and  pour  the  solution  when 
cooled  into  the  first  solution  ;  then  add  water  to  the  measure 
of  two  fluid  oz.  i  nd  filter  after  several  days  if  desirable. 

Granular  Efferescent  Superphosphates. 

It  would  seem  as  though  a  saccharine  granular  form  of 
•compound  superphosphates  would  be  preferable  to  the  liquid 
form.  Such  a  combination  could  doubtless  be  effected  by 
mixing  a  granulation  of  the  carbonate  and  neutral  salts  with 
another  granulation  of  acid  sodium  phosphate.  The  acid 
sodium  phosphate  granulation  could  be  readily  made  by 
mixing  358  parts  of  ordinary  sodium  phosphate  with  196 

|  parts  of  phosphoric  acid,  and  converting  this  solution  into  a 
granulation  by  the  addition  of  sugar  in  the  usual  manner. 
It  may  be  added  that  sodium  phosphate  even  in  large  frag- 

H  ments  dissolves  rapidly  in  the  acid  attended  by  degradation 

|     of  temperature. 


Salol,  or  salicylate  of  phenol,  is  suggested  by  Professor  de 

H  Kencki  as  a  substitute  for  salicylate  of  soda.  Salol  appears 
in  the  form  of  a  tasteless  white  powder  of  very  faint  odour, 

|  insoluble  in  water,  but  soluble  in  alcohol  and  other  solvents. 
It  is  administered  as  an  anti-rheumatic,  antipyretic,  and  anti- 
septic in  doses  of  4  to  8  grammes  per  day.    It  appears  to 

|j  have  been  successfully  employed  in  gout  and  chronic  rheu- 
matic affections,  diabetes,  intestinal  catarrh  and  parasites, 
-  typhoid,  cholera,  catairh  of  the  bladder,  ozene,  otorrhea,  and 
other  affections.    It  is  also  proposed  to  apply  salol  in  all 

B  cases  where  sublimate  and  iodoform  are  now  administered  as 
antiseptics.

The  Alkaloids  of  Fenugreek  Seeds. 

E.  Jahns  (Ber.  18,  2518-2523)  has  examined  fenugreek 
seed,  and  reports  that  he  has  found  two  alkaloids — choline 
and  another,  which  he  names  trigonelline.  Possibly  a  third 
was  also  present  in  small  quantify.  The  pulverised  seeds 
were  extracted  with  70  per  cent,  alcohol,  and  after  evapora- 
tion, the  residual  liquor  was  precipitated  with  lead  acetate 
and  soda.  After  removal  of  lead  from  the  filtrate  and  eva- 
poration, the  alkaloids  were  precipitated  by  potassium- 
bismuth  iodide  and  sulphuric  acid.  The  bases  were  only 
completely  precipitated  after  some  weeks,  and  were  then 
converted  into  the  mercuric  iodide  compounds  to  separate 
albuminous  matter.  This  was  done  by  decomposing  the 
bismuth  compound  with  soda  and  adding  mercuric  iodide, 
when  choline  was  precipitated  and  trigonelline  remained  in 
the  mother  liquor,  from  which  it  was  precipitated  as  oily 
drops  (afterwards  solidifying)  by  means  of  sulphuric  acid — 
0  05  per  cent,  of  choline,  and  0T3  per  cent,  of  trigonelline 
were  obtained.  The  author  examined  the  gold  and  platinum 
salts  of  choline. 

Trigonelline,  C,H7NO.,  +  H20,  crystallises  from  alcohol  in 
colourless  prisms,  which  possess  a  weak  saline  taste.  It  is 
hygroscopic  and  easily  soluble  in  water,  but  is  insoluble  in 
ether,  chloroform,  and  benzene.  The  solutions  are  neutral. 
It  gives  precipitates  with  the  usual  alkaloidal  reagents. 
Analyses  of  the  free  base,  the  hydrochloride  and  the  platinum 
and  two  gold  double  salts  were  made. 

Trigonelline  is  isomeric  and  probably  identical  with  pyri- 
dine-bctain,  prepared  by  v.  Gerichten  by  heating  pyridine 
with  monochloracetic  acid,  the  only  difference  being  that 
pyridine-betitin  hydrochloride  is  coloured  blue  by  sodium 
amalgam,  and  trigonelline  yellow.  Py  heating  trigonelline 
with  concentrated  caustic  potash,  a  distillate  is  obtained 
which  appears  to  contain  pyridine. — Journ.  Soc.  Chem.  Tnd. 

Carapa  Guianensis,  Aubi. 

The  plant  is  one  of  largest  trees  of  Guaiana.  The  fruit  is 
a  capsule  of  the  stone-fruit  character,  almost  ball-shaped,  and 
containing  seven  or  eight  seeds,  which  have  assumed  different 
shapes  through  mutual  pressure.  The  seed-husk  is  spongy, 
leathery,  and  reddish,  the  interior  of  the  seed  is  white,  the 
cotyledons  large.  The  seeds  yield  a  bitter,  colourless,  butyric 
oil,  the  taste  of  which  may  be  removed  by  boiling  in  water. 
It  consists  principally  of  palmitin,  and  experiments  are  now 
being  made  to  use  it  as  a  remedy  in  cutaneous  diseases.  A 
long  time  ago  it  used  to  be  imported  into  Europe  for  soap 
manufacture.  The  oil  of  C.  guiuensis,  Sweet,  indigenous  in 
Western  Africa,  possesses  similar  properties.  In  1859  Caven- 
ton  found  in  the  bark  of  the  latter  variety  an  alkaloid,  which 
he  named  Touloucounin,  and  which  is  said  tq  be  similar  to 
that  discovered  by  Petroz  and  Robinet  in  the  Caropa  guian- 
ensis. The  barks  of  both  plants  are  also  used  in  medicine. 
Our  knowledge  of  the  drug  is  very  limited  as  yet,  but  it  is 
not  improbable  that  its  effects  resemble  that  of  the  azadi- 
rachta  bark,  which  belongs  to  the  same  family  (Meliacece). 
The  latter  bark  appears  to  have  been  lately  successfully  ad- 
ministered against  intermittent  fever  and  nervous  debility. 
Formerly  it  was  also  used  as  a  vermifuge.  Piddingtcn 
found  in  this  bark  a  material  to  which  the  name  Azadirin 
has  been  given,  but  which  has  not  yet  been  the  subject  of 
special  st  udy. 


Copaiba  is  often  found  adulterated  with  fatty  or  volatile 
oils.  In  order  to  discover  the  former,  evaporate  the  balsam 
upon  the  water  bath  until  it  becomes  hard  and  brittle  like 
resin.  If  it  remains  sticky  after  a  long  time,  and  after 
cooliog,  it  contains  some  fatty  oil.  To  discover  an  admixture 
of  colophony  treat  the  resinous  residue  of  the  balsam  with 
ten  times  its  weight  of  alcohol  (70  per  cent.);  filter  after 
one  hour  and  pass  dried  hydrochloric  acid  gas  through  the 
liquid  ;  no  yellow  resin  should  separate  ;  if  it  does  colophony 
is  present. 
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Antiseptic  Treatment. 

Since  its  introduction  by  Sir  Joseph  Lister  the  antiseptic 
treatment  has  undergone  some  important  modification?,  and 
although  carbolic  acid  still  retains  its  reputation  as  an  anti- 
septic generally  applicable  and  safe,  many  important  bodies 
have  been  added  to  the  list.  Professor  Lister  has  all  along 
been  amongst  the  first  to  take  advantage  of  any  new  deve- 
lopment of  his  system  by  other  surgeons,  or  of  substances 
proposed  as  antiseptics.  It  will  be  remembered  that  Mr. 
Maitindale  stated  at  the  Aberdeen  Conference  that  the  Pro- 
fessor was  experimenting  with  double  chlorides  of  ammo- 
nium and  mercury,  in  order  to  replace  the  preparation  of 
albumen  and  corrosive  sublimate  which  has  been  extensively 
used  in  the  form  of  gauze.  It  is  now  stated  (lirit.  Med. 
Journ  ,  p.  1,119)  that  he  is  at  present  making  extensive  trial 
of  various  non-volatile  antiseptics,  double  chlorides,  and 
double  cyanides  of  mercury  chiefly,  and  with  results  which 
appear  to  be  most  satisfactory.  In  addressing  his  class, 
after  operations,  Sir  Joseph  Lister  is  able  to  speak  with  all 
his  former  confidence  as  to  the  healing  of  wounds  under  the 
simpler  methods  at  present  employed,  which  do  not  now 
include  the  troublesome  spray  or  impervious  waterproof 
dressings,  which  were  thought  to  be  necessary,  as  perhaps 
they  were,  when  the  method  was  first  introduced. 

Dr.  Heidenreich  recommends  {Lancet,  p.  1,135)  a  portable 
packet  of  dressings  for  soldiers  which  weighs  only  75 
grammes.  The  packet  contains  5  grammes  of  a  mixture  of 
sugir  1,000  pares,  and  perchloride  of  mercury  1  part;  in 
making  which  the  perchloride  is  dissolved  in  spirit  before 
being  added  to  the  sugar  so  as  to  ensure  thorough  division; 
a  piece  of  sublimate  gauze  prepared  by  Bergmann's  process — 
which  is  simply  dipping  the  gauze  in  a  solution  of  10  paits 
of  perchloride  in  500  of  glycerine,  1,000  of  alcohol,  and  1,500 
of  water.  The  packet  also  contains  some  absorbent  cotton 
and  varnished  paper.  When  a  wound  is  to  be  dressed  the 
cotton  is  placed  within  two  folds  of  gauze,  the  wound 
sprinkled  with  sublimated  sugar,  covered  with  the  cotton 
and  gauze  dressing,  and  finally  with  varnished  paper  and  a 
triangular  bandage.  The  author  claims  for  this  mixture  of 
sugar  and  sublimate  the  advantage  of  being  a  particularly 
joowerful  antiseptic  and  quite  innocuous.  Sugar,  he  says,  is 
the  best  substance  for  dilutiog  the  sublimate,  being  itself 
somewhat  antiseptic.  This  dressing  has  also  the  additional 
advantage  of  being  suitable  for  use  wherever  drinkable  water 
may  be  procurable. 

Albumen  in  Urine. 

Some  time  ago  the  Clinical  Society  of  London  appointed  a 
committee  to  experiment  and  report  upon  the  various  tests 
which  have  been  proposed  for  the  detection  of  albumen  in 
urine.  They  now  report  that  they  have  compared  Dr.  Oliver's 
test-papers,  Dr.  Johnson's  picric  acid  method,  the  potassio- 
mercuric  iodide  and  acid,  Dr.  Pavy's  pellets,  the  acid  brine 
method,  picric  acid  and  brine,  the  acetic  acid,  and  the  nitric 
acid  methods.  The  portability  and  delicacy  of  reaction  of 
Dr.  Oliver's  papers  are  strong  recommendations,  but  the 
committee  considers  that  nitric  acid  is  most  reliable  and 
delicate,  although  all  the  methods  are  useful  for  determining 
the  presence  of  proteids.  This  practically  confirms  the 
experience  of  private  practitioners  and  many  pharmacists 
throughout  the  country. 

Cocaine. 

For  use  in  midwifery  practise  Dr.  B.  F.  Hartzhorne  re- 
commends a  mixture  composed  of  cocaine  6  parts,  vaseline 
24  parts,  and  glycerine  20  parts,  which  is  applied  with  a 
female  syringe  {Lancet).  In  the  same  journal  Mr.  J.  L.  Cal- 
laghan  mentions  a  case  of  poisoning  with  the  alkaloid.  In 
applying  a  4  per  cent,  solution  to  the  gums  a  patient  had 
swallowed  20  to  30  drops,  and  very  soon  he  became  faint  and 
giddy,  the  heart  was  violently  affected,  the  throat  became 
dry,  the  skin  flushed,  and  otherwise  there  were  alarming 
symptoms  of  poisoning.  Strange  to  say,  it  was  with  great 
difficulty  that  vomiting  was  produced,  mustard  and  hot  water 
had  no  effect,  and  several  20-grain  doses  of  sulphate  of  zinc 
were  required  to  produce  emesis.  After  a  short  time,  by 
careful  attention,  the  patient  recovered.  It  would  appear 
that  the  difficulty  experienced  in  producing  vomiting  in  this 


instance  is  a  parallel  case  to  the  use  of  cocaine  in  sea- 
sickness. 

CirioNANTHUS  VlRGINICA. 

Tin:  Lancet  state*  that  the  root  bark  of  the  "snowdrop 
tree  "  or  "  fringe  tree  "  of  North  America,  an  oleaceous  shrub 
or  small  tree,  has  been  found  by  Dr.  Henning  to  be  a  useful 
aperient,  cholagogue,  diuretic,  and  alterative.  It  is  adminis- 
tered in  the  form  of  a  liquid  extract  or  valoid,  in  doses  of 
1  fluid  drachm  thrica  or  twice  a  day,  In  jaundice  its 
value  is  said  to  be  conspicuous ;  it  is  not  a  powerful  hepatic 
stimulant,  but  it  is  of  value  in  portal  congestion.  The  bark 
of  the  stem  of  Chionanthus  virginica  contains  saponin. 

Bacterium  Termo. 

A  few  weeks  ago  several  correspondents  of  this  journal 
wrote  favourably  of  the  bacterium  termo,  which  is  supposed  to 
be  the  enemy  provided  by  nature  for  annihilating  the  tuber- 
cular bacillus.  It  will  be  noticed  from  our  Correspondence 
column  that  one  of  our  correspondents  withdraws  his  previous 
favourable  comments.  In  the  British  Medical  Journal  of 
June  19  (p  1164)  Dr.  Francis  Troup  also  records  experi- 
mental evidence  of  the  valueless  nature  of  the  bacterium, 
lie  shows  that  the  sputum  of  a  phthisical  patient,  who  pre- 
sumably was  a  subject  of  the  bacterium  treatment,  after  putre- 
faction for  fourteen  months,  still  contained  tubercular 
bacilli,  and  a  cultivation  of  a  particle  of  the  sputurn  demon- 
strated the  fact  that  the  bacillus  was  alive  and  capable  of 
reproduction.  This  experiment,  he  says,  completely  de- 
molishes the  supposed  utility  of  the  bacterium  termo  treat- 
ment of  phthisis. 

Effect  of  Drugs  on  Peptonisation. 

The  Lancet  briefly  records  the  results  obtained  by  Dr. 
Klikovich  in  experiments  on  the  effect  of  various  drugs  on  I 
artificial  digestion.  In  his  experiments  he  used  an  artificial 
gastric  fluid  containing  05  to  1-0  gram,  of  pepsin  in  a  litre 
of  water  containing  10  c.c.  of  hydrochloric  acid.  For  each 
observation  from  20  to  40  grams,  of  albumen  and  450  grams., 
of  the  digestive  fluid  were  employed,  50  c  c.  of  a  solution  of 
the  drug  whose  action  was  to  be  examined  being  added,  and 
a  control  experiment  without  the  addition  of  the  drug  being 
arranged  at  the  same  time.  The  following  results  were 
obtained : — 

Alcohol,  when  less  than  5  per  cent,  of  the  whole  mixture, 
exercised  no  deterrent  effect  on  the  peptonisation,  10  per  1 
cent,  decidedly  retarded  it,  and  a  still  larger  proportion 
arrested  the  process  entirely. 

Antipijrin,  in  quantities  up  to  2-5  grams.,  had  no  effect : 
larger  quantities  had  only  a  slight  retarding  action. 

Iodide  and  bromide  of  potassium,  only  when  in  considerable 
quautiiies,  interfered  with  peptonisation;  thus  0-5  gram,  of 
the  bromide  had  no  effect,  but  1  or  2  grams,  showed  a  tend- 
ency to  prevent  it,  the  iodide  acting  rather  more  energeti- 
cally in  the  same  way. 

Organic  salts  of  iron  had  no  effect,  but  reduced  iron  and 
the  inorganic  salts  exercised  a  decidedly  averse  action  on  the  ': 
process. 

Calomel,  in  quantities  of  from  0  3  to  1  gram,  hindered 
peptonisation,  but  not  to  a  very  great  degree. 

Arsenite  of  sodium,  when  in  quantities  of  from  0  05  to  0  I 
gram.,  did  not  appear  to  affect  the  process  in  any  adverse 
manner ;  but  from  2  5  to  5  grams,  of  salicylate  of  sodium 
produced  a  marked  retarding  effect. 

Sulphates  of  sodium  and  magnesium,  even  in  small  quanti- 
ties, hindered  peptonisation. 

Chloral  hydrate,  in  quantities  below  a  gramme,  had  no 
decided  effect :  but  when  from  1  to  5  grams,  were  present  a 
very  marked  effect  was  produced,  and  when  more  than  5 
grams,  were  introduced  the  process  was  absolutely  arrested. 

Chloride  of  sodium,  in  quantities  of  a  gramme,  had  little  or 
no  influence.  Accelera  ion  of  the  process  did  not  occur  even 
with  very  small  quantities,  but  with  large  ones  a  retarding 
effect  was  observed.  Chloride  of  potassium  gave  similar 
results. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  these  results  are  in  a  measure  cor- 
roborative of  opinions  at  present  held.  For  example,  the 
scale  preparations  of  iron  are  generally  administered  when  it 
is  desired  to  cause  as  little  gastric  disturbance  as  possible  ; 
impaired  digestion  is  one  of  the  symptoms  of  iodism,  and 
there  is  a  wide-spread  belief  that  a  minimum  dose  of  alcohol 
at  meal-times  greatly  accelerates  the  digestive  process.

VOLUME  XXVIII. 

With  this  issue  we  complete  the  first  volume  of  our  new 
series.  The  index  accompanying  this  number  will  give  some 
idea  of  the  mass  of  matter  which  goes  to  form  the  journal- 
istic food  of  pharmacy.  When  in  February  last  we  an- 
nounced our  intention  to  publish  at  weekly  instead  of  at 
monthly  intervals,  we  stated  that  we  had  control  of  all  the 
best  sources  of  information,  and  that  our  staff  would  be 
competent  to  deal  with  all  the  affairs  of  pharmacy,  scientific, 
literary,  commercial,  legal,  and  political.  We  think  this 
index  and  the  articles  to  which  it  alludes  sufficiently  prove 
that  we  have  justified  that  claim.  There  are  several  period- 
ically recurring  subjects  in  the  volume  which  are  worthy  of 
mention :  and  the  first  place  must  be  given  to  the  news  of 
the  week,  for  which  we  are  in  a  large  measure  indebted  to  a 
little  army  of  correspondents  at  home  and  abroad.  These 
gentlemen  fill  a  large  space  of  our  weekly  numbers  with 
matter  which  is  directly  interesting  and  instructive  to  phar- 
macists. Of  political  topics,  the  patent  medicine  stamps 
question,  the  Shop  Hours  Regulation  Bill,  and  the  Scottish 
difficulty  have  burned  the  most  fiercely  during  the  half-year. 
The  first  of  these  has  created  very  general  interest  in  the 
trade,  and  many  proposals  for  emendation  of  the  present  law 
have  been  made,  but  nothing  has  come  out  of  the  agitation 
f  uvther  than  an  inclination  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  to 
give  chemists  the  fullest  latitude  possible  ;  and  this  is,  per- 
haps, the  best  course,  short  of  actual  repeal  of  the  law.  The 
Shop  Hours  Regulation  Bill  has  run  the  gauntlet  of  the 
Legislature,  and  many  chemists  will  by-and-by  have  to  ex- 
hibit a  placard  prominently  in  their  premises.  We  had  hoped 
that  the  Scottish  difficulty  would  have  been  settled  ere  now, 
but  our  report  of  the  meeting  which  was  held  in  Edinburgh 
on  Tuesday  indicates  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  have 
some  rough  woik  yet  before  them.  The  meeting  was  miser- 
ably attended,  and  we  have  been  informed  that  the  reason  of 
this  is  that  Scottish  pharmacists  are  thoroughly  tired  of  the 
whole  affair,  and  the  impression  prevails  in  some  influential 
quarters  that  the  manner  in  which  the  Council  is  to  settle  the 
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matter  is  accordiDg  to  their  own  ideas.  Moreover,  there  is  a 
strong  undercurrent  of  opinion  that  the  best  thing  for  Scotland 
would  be  an  independent  society,  or  at  least  an  examining  body 
independent  of  the  Pharmaceutical  and  all  other  societies,  but 
part  and  parcel  of  the  Scottish  Education  Department.  This 
is  not  exactly  pertinent  to  the  question  at  issue,  but  is  con- 
I  sistent  with  the  spirit  of  decentralisation  which  prevails  at 
present. 

The  interest  taken  in  the  weekly  Chemist  and  Druggist 
has  altogether  astonishecTus.  We  have  heard  from  friends 
in  the  uttermost  parts'of  the  earth,  and  universally  the  tone 
of  our  correspondents  is  that  of  congratulation.  The 
interest  we  refer  to  has  been  manifest  in  the  discussion  of 
the  above-mentioned  topics,  and  other  subjects  of  interest, 
in  our  Correspondence  section.  We  hope  that  pharmacists 
all  over  the  world  will  continue  to  keep  that  depart- 
ment .lively.  There  is  no  means  of  getting  education 
like  free  discussion,  and  there  is  no  form  of  discussion  so 
easy  to  all  parties  as  the  free  interchange  of  views  in  a 
newspaper.

They 
get  besides  much  more  prompt  information  on  all  subjects 
of  interest,  andjhey  get  too  the  benefit  of  a  greatly  strength- 
ened staff.  Those  who  think  our  efforts  are  worthy  of 
encouragement  can  best  aid  us  by  watching  closely  the 
advertisements  in  our  pages,  using  those  pages  themselves 
whenever  opportunity  occurs,  and,  other  things  being  equal, 
giving  preference  in  their  purchases  to  the  firms  who  by 
their  enterprise  make  the  existence  and  extension  of  The 
Chemist  axd  Druggist  possible. 


LEGISLATION    OF    THE  LATE 
PARLIAMENT. 

The  sudden  access  of  legislative  energy  which  has  charac- 
terised the  closing  days  of  our  expiring  Parliament  furnishes 
much  cause  for  reflection  and  seme  for  alarm.  The  faddists 
svill  in  future  know  when  their  opportunity  occurs.  When 
the  leaders  of  all  parties  have  left  London,  and  when  every- 
body's attention  is  occupied  with  some  exciting  issue,  a  little 
knot  of  earnest  believers  in  some  of  the  thousand  and  one 
regenerative  schemes  which  are  offered  to  us  can  establish 
their  experiment  in  the  Statute  Book  with  the  least  possible 
friction.  These  remarks  are  not  intended  to  disparage  in 
any  respect  the  two  Bills  on  which  we  have  to  comment,  but 
it  is  a  bare  fact  that  neither  of  them  would  have  had  any- 
thing like  so  good  a  chance  of  getting  through  their  various 
stages  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  early  collapse  of  the  Parlia- 
ment which  gave  them  birth. 

The  Medical  A  its  Amendment  Bill,  and  the  Shop  Hours 
Regulation  Bill,  which  now  only  await  the  royal  assent  to 
become  the  law  of  the  land,  are  both,  in  our  opinion,  really 
useful  though  not  startling  achievements.  The  former  suc- 
ceeds where  no  less  than  twenty-two  previous  medicals  Bills 
have  failed.  The  Bill,  as  we  have  already  explained  (see  this 
Journal,  May  8,  1886),  varies  the  constitution  of  the  Medical 
Council,  provides  for  guarantees  that  no  one  shall  be  a  regis- 
tered medical  practitioner  unless  he  is  certified  as  competent 
in  medicine,  surgery,  and  midwifery,  and  admits  to  the 
British  register  under  certain  conditions  practitioners  holding 
•certain  colonial  and  foreign  degrees. 

Ihe  Shop  Hours  Regulation  Bill  is  very  different  from  the 
■draft  which  we  printed  in  this  Journal  on  March  27.  It  must 
foe  understood  that  it  does  not  comprise  the  clause,  which 
was  strongly  advocated  and  opposed,  compelling  all  shops  to 


close  at  a  fixed  hour  in  any  municipality  where  the  plan 
should  be  adopted.  The  community  are  not  ripe  for  such 
a  measure  yet.  Nor  does  it  now  fix  twelve  hours  per  day  as 
the  maximum  time  duiing  which  "young  persons  " — that  is, 
persons  under  eighteen  years  of  age — shall  work.  For  this 
provision  seventy-four  hours  per  week  is  substituted.  The 
Bill  in  its  original  form  proposed  to  exempt  public-houses  and 
refreshment-houses  from  its  operation.  These  are  now 
expressly  and  very  properly  included.  The  Government 
prudently  declined  to  provide  an  army  of  inspectors  to  see 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  should  be  carried  out.  A 
demand  for  such  a  force  would  certainly  have  ruined  the 
prospects  of  the  Bill.  The  Bill  registers  the  opinion  of 
the  Houses  of  Parliament  and  of  all  decent  people 
throughout  the  country,  and  as  sucb,  without  any  formal 
provision  for  ensuring  obedience  to  it,  it  wili  have  effect. 
The  labour  of  young  persons  enforced  to  an  unreasonable 
extent  will  be  dispensed  with  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  in  a 
few  years  it  will  be  a  matter  of  astonishment  that  there 
should  ever  have  been  any  necessity  for  passing  such  a  law. 


ANTIMONIAL  TEETHING  FOWDERS. 

Last  week  we  reported  the  results  of  an  inquest  held  in 
Sheffield  regarding  the  death  of  two  twin  children 
sixteen  months  old,  to  whom  teething  powders  containing 
oxide  of  antimony  had  been  administered  some  time  before 
death,  and  to  which  death  was  attributed.  In  reply  to  our 
inquiry,  Mr.  A.  H.  Allen,  the  borough  analyst,  has  favoured  us 
with  a  wrapper  of  one  of  the  powders,  which  shows  that  they 
are  prepared  by  an  unqualified  person,  named  George  Stead- 
man,  residing  at  26  Waingate,  Sheffield,  and  are  sold  by 
grocers  at  one  penny  each.  We  have  been  told  that  Steadman 
resided  in  Birmingham  before  he  migrated  to  Sheffield,  and 
that  his  existence  and  his  powders— which,  it  may  be  stated, 
are  simply  sold  as  "  powders  for  children  " — are  known  to 
those  who  are  recognised  by  the  trade  as  manufacturers  of 
certain  teething  and  soothing  powders.  Although  it  is  locally 
known  that  Steadman's  preparation  has  nothing  in  common 
with  the  latter,  the  finding  of  the  jury,  particularly  the 
rider,  would  at  first  sight  appear  to  be  of  more  general 
application,  and  for  this  reason  we  may  point  out  that  it 
applied  only  to  the  powders  made  by  the  Sheffield  Steadman. 
It  is  obvious  that  there  is  nothing,  unless  it  be  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  to  prevent  Mr.  Steadman  preparing  and  selling  such 
medicines  for  children  ;  but  if  these  happen  to  create  dis- 
trust and  alarm,  it  is  perhaps  natural,  though  unfortunate, 
that  the  distrust  should  extend  to  the  powders  manufactured 
by  persons  with  similar  names.  It  is  only  fair  that  we  should 
prominently  remove  any  impression  which  our  report  may 
have  occasioned  in  regard  to  the  soothing  powders  of 
Steedman  of  Walworth,  or  the  teething  powders  of  Stedman 
of  Hoxton,  both  of  which  have  been  sold,  probably,  by  mil- 
lions without,  as  far  as  we  know,  any  injury  resulting  to  any- 
one. 

Apart  from  this  question,  the  case  involves  an  issue  of 
rather  a  grave  nature.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge 
in  the  drug  trade  that  children's  powders  containing  small 
doses  of  antimonial  powder  are  commonly  prepared  and  sold 
all  over  the  country.  The  remedy  is  considered  a  safe  and 
efficient  alterative,  especially  useful  for  allaying  the  feverish 
symptoms  which  generally  follow  the  sleeplessness  caused  by 
dentition.  The  Sheffield  case  places  forcibly  before  us  the 
fact  that  an  eighth  of  a  grain  of  oxide  of  antimony,  equiva- 
lent to  about  a  third  of  a  grain  of  the  antimonial  powder,  has 
caused  death  from  irritant  poisoning.  It  is  not  our  province 
to  review  the  medical  evidence  given  before  the  coroner, 
which,  it  would  appear,  was  not  corroborated  by  a  second 
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medical  witness.  If.  may  not  be  out  of  place,  however,  to 
indicate  the  opinions  of  authorities  regarding  the  medicinal 
and  poisonous  effects  of  antimony  and  its  salts.  Of  late 
years  they  have  gone  out  of  fashion,  and  are  now  rarely  used, 
consequently  there  is  some  uncerta'nty  about  the  therapeutic 
effects  of  antimonial  powder,  but  all  authorities  whom  we 
have  cjnsulted  mora  or  less  agree  that  the  oxide  is  somewhat 
slower  in  its  action,  and  not  so  powerful  as  tartar  emetic. 
It  is  believed  to  combine  with  the  acids  of  the  gastric  juice 
to  form  salts,  hence  is  more  slowly  taken  into  circulation  than 
the  tartrate ;  otherwise  both  have  the  same  physiological 
effec^.  Dr.  Lauder  Brunton  states  that  small  doses  produce 
little  more  than  a  feeling  of  warmth  in  the  stomach  and 
slightly  increased  diaphoresis,  but  in  large  and  poisonous 
doses  it  causes  gastro-enteritis,  with  profuse  diarrhoea  and 
extreme  collaps:'.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  one  marked 
result  of  the  administration  of  antimony  is  increase  in  the 
mucous  secretions;  in  poisoning  cases,  for  example,  diarrhoea  is 
caused  by  excessive  intestinal  mucous  secretion,  and  the  slightly 
laxative  action  which  generally  follows  the  administration  of 
ordinal y  doses  is  due  to  the  same  cause.  On  this  account, 
therefore,  has  antimonial  powder  been  found  useful  as  a 
teething  specific.  Opium  counteracts  this  purgative  influence. 
It  is  remarkable  that,  while  counteracting  each  other  in  this 
respect,  these  two  drugs  resemble  each  other  in  dosage. 
Opium  has  to  be  carefully  administered  to  children,  the 
dosage  for  those  under  three  or  four  years  being  much  under 
the  proportion  usually  recognised  for  physic.  So,  also,  with 
antimony  compounds.  "Tartar  emetic,''  says  Dr.  Scoresby- 
Jackson,  "even  in  small  medicinal  doses,  has  produced 
alarming  and  occasionally  fatal  effects  in  children.  Adults, 
on  the  other  hand,  have  been  known  to  take  large  quantities 
with  impunity.''  Dr.  Waring  counsels  extreme  caution  in 
administering  the  drug  to  young  children  and  infants,  "  an 
ordinary  djse  having  proved  fatal  when  given  at  an  early 
age."  "Why  this  should  be  so,  is  not  properly  understood. 
It  may  be  as  Scoresby-Jackson  hints,  that  young  children, 
especially  when  in  a  feverish  state,  have  not  the  strength  to 
vomit,  as  older  persons  have ;  but  it  is  more  likely  that  we 
have  here  a  case  of  physiological  idiosyncrasy.  The  fact 
that  the  Sheffield  case  has  caused  some  surprise  is  evidence 
that  it  is  an  isolated  one.  It  may  be  recollected  that  a  few 
weaks  ago  our  Birmingham  correspondent  mentioned  that  two 
children  swallowed  fourteen  pink  powders  each  containing 
one  grain  of  antimonial  powder  and  the  same  of  calomel, 
and  presented  no  alarming  symptoms.  In  Birmingham  the 
powders  are  very  extensively  used  by  poor  people,  and  it  is 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  if  they  are  so  potent  as  the 
Sheffield  case  would  lead  us  to  infer,  we  should  have  heard 
before  now  of  disastrous  results  from  their  use. 

THE  APOTHEOSIS  OF  THE 
PILL  TRADE. 

One  of  the  chief  events  of  next  week's  history,  as  far  as 
prophecy  can  estimate  at  present,  will  be  the  opening  by  the 
Queen  of  the  Koyal  Holloway  College  for  Women.  This 
magnificent  institution,  with  the  neighbouring  Sanatorium, 
also  founded  and  equipped  by  the  generosity  of  the  late 
Mr.  Thomas  Holloway,  will  have  cost  in  all  considerably 
over  a  million  pounds  sterling.  The  paintings  in  the  Re- 
creation Hall  of  the  College,  among  which  are  fine  examples 
of  some  of  our  greatest  modern  masters,  cost  close  on  100,000/. 
The  Sanatorium,  which  is  now  in  beneficent  operation,  was 
opened  a  year  ago  by  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales,  and 
the  College  for  Women,  which  is  intended  to  memorialise  "  the 
founder's  dear  wife,"  is  to  receive  the  special  sanction  of  the 
highest  lady  in  the  land. 


This  action  on  the  part  of  royalty  may  be  looked  upon  as 
in  some  degree  a  protest  against  the  unworthy  sneers  which 
some  high-toned  moralists  have  thought  fit  to  launch  at  the 
memory  of  the  man  who  had  chosen  this  manner  of  spend- 
ing a  large  part  of  his  fortune.  But  looking  at  the  two  great 
institutions  which  will  ever  be  associated  with  Mr.  Holloway's- 
name,  and  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  name  is  likely 
to  be  soon  specially  distinguished  by  the  conference  of  a 
baronetcy  on  Mr.  Thomas  Holloway's  brother-in-law,  now 
known  as  Mr.  Martin-Holloway,  a  recollection  of  the  famous 
old  pill  and  ointment  trade  cannot  be  excluded.  And  it  be- 
comes a  matter  of  great  interest  to  analyse  to  some  extent 
the  causes  of  the  astonishing  success  which  Mr.  Holloway 
achieved  in  the  trade  referred  to.  Mr.  Holloway,  it  must  be 
remembered,  was  the  pioneer  of  the  great  patent  medicine 
advertising  of  the  present  day,  and  was  thus,  in  a  sense,  the 
indirect  author  of  the  power  of  the  modern  press.  Scores  of 
patent  medicine  men  have  followed  him,  and  some  have  per- 
haps done  bigger  strokes  in  advertising  than  he  did.  But 
they  all  took  their  cue  from  him.  He  first  taught  the  world 
that  the  results  of  advertising  grow  in  direct  ratio  with  its 
extent  in  an  expanding  degree,  and  he  first  astonished  the 
world  by  spending  such  a  sum  as  40,000/.  in  a  single  year. 
His  pills  and  ointment  are  generally  considered  to  have  been 
fairly  useful,  but  certainly  not  marvellous,  medicines.  His 
own  energy  and  business  qualifications  were  unquestionable; 
but  it  was  not  the  merit  of  his  medicines  nor  his  own 
abilities  which  caused  the  demand  for  his  products  to  grow: 
that  was  done  by  his  advertisements.  Surely  there  must 
have  been  some  curious  skill  in  these  to  bring  about  such 
results  as  the  Queen  will  honour  on  Wednesday.  There  was: 
and  it  was  simply  this — that  they  were  just  on  a  level  with  the 
comprehension  of  the  greatest  possible  number  of  readers.  Mr. 
Holloway's  handbills,  advertisements,  and  placards,  were  as 
bald  as  correct  English  could  be.  They  stated  dogmatically 
that  a  certain  alphabetical  list  of  diseases  could  be  cured  by 
his  medicines,  without  any  carefully  compiled  semi- scientific 
treatise  on  physiology  or  diagnosis.  People  who  felt  out  of 
sorts  fitted  their  complaints  to  one  of  the  items  in  the  list, 
and  then  went  and  bought  the  medicine.  Elaborate  literary 
talent  in  the  early  years  of  his  career  would  probably  have 
ruined  Mr.  Holloway.  Simple  assertions,  and  undeviating 
persistence  in  repeating  them,  made  him  a  millionaire. 

Another  consideration  suggested  by  her  Majesty's  forth- 
coming trip  to  Egham  is  the  unquenchable  demand  of  the 
public  for  put-up  medicines.  The  majority  of  people  get  to 
feel  very  bad  before  they  go  through  the  processes  of  being 
prescribed  for  and  dispensed  for  in  the  orthodox  fashion. 
But  something  definite,  tested  by  experience,  something  they 
can  purchase  at  a  fixed  price  and  by  just  naming  the  article, 
without  being  catechised  as  to  all  their  physical  miseries, 
will  always  be  popular.  Prince  Bismarck,  the  various 
academies  of  medicine  of  Europe,  and  our  own  most  moral 
pharmacists  have  fulminated  against  these  articles  in  vain. 
The  thunders  of  coronerial  condemnation  have  not  affected 
them.  The  sale  goes  on  steadily  swelling  year  after  year.  And 
after  all  there  is  nothing  very  terrible  in  this  fact.  Not  once 
in  a  million  times  is  any  harm  done.  Can  the  same  be  said 
of  the  doses  prescribed  by  authorised  practitioners  ? 


Naphthalin  Leaves  are  now  introduced  in  Germany  as  a 
substitute  for  camphor  in  the  preservation  of  goods  from 
moths.  The  sprinkling  of  powdered  or  crystallised  naphthalin 
on  articles  of  apparel  has  many  inconveniences,  hence  the 
idea  to  manufacture  the  leaves,  containing  about  50  per  cent, 
of  naphthalin  so  applied  as  to  prevent  it  from  falling  off 
when  the  leaves  are  bent  or  touched  by  hand.  Each  leaf 
weighs  about  half  an  ounce.

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On  Asthma:  Its  Nature  and  Treatment.  Containing  an 
entirely  new  and  comprehensive  working  hypothesis, 
suggestive  of  new  remedies  and  of  the  more  efficient 
application  of  old  ones.  By  Horace  Dobell,  M.D.

In  this  treatise  Dr.  Dobell  has  launched  a  very  ingenious 
theory  of  the  nature  o:  asthma,  which,  if  sound,  will  be  found 
to  go  back  nearer  to  the  cause  of  the  complaint  than  does  any 
other  classification  of  the  symptoms,  which  is  the  usual  medical 
apology  for  an  explanation  of  morbid  conditions.  Dr.  Dobell 
gives  a  summary  of  what  he  regards  as  the  principal 
theories,  and  shows  that  his  suggestion,  in  a  sense,  harmonises 
all.  Williams,  Latham,  and  others  decided  that  asthma  is  a 
neurotic  affection  ;  Dr.  Patrick  Black  considers  it  due  to  the 
lungs  being  gorged  with  biooi,  Dr.  Dobell  himself  and  Sir 
Andrew  Clark  have  regarded  the  disease  as  the  effect  of  a 
chaDge  in  the  membranous  structure  of  the  lungs,  or  a  dis- 
tension of  the  perivascular  system  of  canals  with  liquor 
sanguinis,  migrated  from  the  red  blool-vessels ;  Riegel 
considers  it  due  to  spasm  of  the  diaphragm,  while  Thorow- 
good  quotes  a  loDg  array  of  authority  for  assuming  it  to  be 
<lue  to  contraction  of  the  smaller  bronchial  tubes.  It  is  very 
curious,  as  Dr.  Dobell  points  out,  that  authorities  are  at  hope- 
less disagreement  on  the  apparently  simple  question  whether 
t  he  spasm  is  experienced  in  inspiration  or  in  expiration.  These 
subjects  Dr.  Dobell  discusses  at  some  length.  But  the 
special  purpose  of  this  book  is  to  suggest  the  idea  that 
asthma  may  be  accounted  for  by  some  defect  in  the  consti- 
tution of  the  blood.  The  following  quotation  from  Dr. 
Meymott  Tidy's  "  Handbook  of  Modern  Chemistry  "  is  given 
by  Dr.  Dobell,  and  will  show  the  idea:  — 

"  Mora  recent  experiments,  however,  have  shown  that 
breathing  is  not  merely  physical,  but  a  chemical  act.  In 
the  red  corpuscles  a  compound  exists  called  ' haemoglobin.' 
This  body  has  a  purple  colour  in  venous  blood,  but  is  capable 
of  combiniog  chemically  with  oxygen  to  form  a  vermilion-red 
body  called  '  oxyhemoglobin,'  the  colouring  matter  of 
arterial  blool.  Tae  active  agent  in  respiration  is  this 
haemoglobin,  a  body  remarkable  for  the  ease  with  which  it 
both  combines  with  and  also  delivers  up  oxygen.  Asphyxia 
means  the  non-oxygenation  of  the  purple  hemoglobin. 
Other  gases,  such  as  carbonic  oxide,  are  also  capable  of 
combining  with  it,  forming  carbonic  oxide  hemoglobin, 
which  is  of  like  red  colour  to  oxyhemoglobin,  but  unlike  it 
in  that,  when  once  formed,  the  hemoglobin  cannot  part 
with  the  carbonic  oxide  in  the  same  way  that  it  can  with 
oxygen.  Hence  the  cause  of  death  in  poisoning  by  this  gas." 
The  hypothesis  is,  therefore,  that  asthma  consists  essentially 
in  such  a  condition  of  the  blood  that  the  hemoglobin  is  in- 
capable of  taking  up  and  delivering  oxygen,  but  takes  up 
carbonic  oxide  instead. 

It  can  hardly  be  said  that  Dr.  Dobell  offers  anything  like 
proof  of  his  hypothesis,  but  his  argument,  based  on  the  fre- 
quent change  in  pigment  in  other  diseases,  is  forcible.  If 
his  theory  be  a  true  one,  it  would  indicate  that  asthma  may 
be  only  another  form  of  indigestion,  aad  its  scientific  treat- 
ment would  be  greatly  facilita'el. 

In  a  postscript  Dr.  Dobell  gives  some  practical  advice  to 
sufferers  from  hay-fever.  A  smelling-bottle  with  a  piece 
of  sponge  kept  wet  with  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of 
tincture  of  opium,  spirits  of  wine,  and  chloroform  saturated 
with  camphor,  for  frequent  smelling  ;  glycerine  of  borax  with 
two  parts  of  orange-flower  water  for  moistening  the  nostrils; 
and  the  application  of  a  large  wet  sponge  every  morning,  on 
rising,  to  the  forehead,  brows,  and  root  of  the  nose  for  one 
minute,  and  then  for  another  minute  to  the  nape  of  the  neck, 
are  the  leading  features  of  this  treatment. 


.1  Manual  of  Practical  Therapeutics.  By  Edward  J. 
Waring,  U.I. IS.,  M.D. ;  edited  by  Dudley  W.  Buxton, 
M.D.,  B.S.  Lond.  Fourth  edition.  London:  J.  &  A.. 
Churchill.  1886.  Crown  8vo.  Pp.  xxviii.  +  638. 
Price  14x. 

Tins  manual  is  one  of  the  black  and  gold  scries  of  scientific 
works  published  by  Messrs.  Churchill,  and  of  which  Fownes'* 
"  Chemistry  :'  and  Bentley's  "  Botany  "  are  familiar  to  phar- 
macists. Like  these  works,  the  one  before  us  is  a  marvel  off 
compactness  and  finish. 

It  is  now  thirty-two  years  since  the  manual  was  first  issued 
by  Dr.  Waring,  who  at  one  time  was  on  the  Indian  Medical 
Staff,  and  now  holds  the  rank  of  surgeon-major  (retired). 
Advancing  years  and  bodily  infirmities  did  not  prevent  the 
author  from  trying  to  revise  the  volume,  in  order  to  bring  it 
into  conformity  with  the  new  Pharmacopoeia.  This  purpose 
he  was  unable  to  pursue,  however,  and  he  entrusted  the 
work  of  editing  to  Dr.  Buxton,  Assistant  to  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Medicine  at  University  College,  in  whose  hands  it 
has  lost  none  of  its  interesting  features,  and  has  been  mate- 
rially improved  in  what  pertains  to  more  recent  developments- 
in  pharmacology  and  therapeutics.  The  manual  is  not  re- 
stricted to  official  materia  medica.  The  author's  experience 
in  India  enables  him  to  discuss  very  fully  those  drugs  which 
are  more  especially  useful  in  that  dependency,  and  all  drugs, 
which  have  attained  prominence  of  recent  years  are  con- 
sidered as  fully  as  space  permits.  The  arrangement,  which 
is  alphabetical,  is  well  designed,  and  has  been  excellently 
carried  out ;  so  that,  with  the  very  numerous  references  to 
authorities  and  to  original  papers,  the  work  presents  the 
characteristics  of  a  dictionary  rather  than  of  what  is  gene- 
rally known  as  a  "manual.''  Moreover,  the  aim  appears  to- 
be  to  subordinate  the  author's  personal  experience  in  order 
to  give  prominence  to  the  results  of  other  therapeutists,  and 
to  make  the  whole  thoroughly  practical.  Thus,  if  a  pre- 
scriber  be  in  a  difficulty  as  to  what  combination  of  drugs  he 
may  administer,  a  reference  to  the  volume  will  show  him 
what  specialists  have  found  to  be  useful.  The  plan  upon  which 
each  chemical  or  drug  is  treated  is  to  describe,  first,  medi- 
cinal properties  and  action;  doses,  and  then  their  therapeutic 
uses,  each  disease,  or  group  of  similar  diseases,  being  treated 
in  a  separate  paragraph,  which  is  numbered  for  ready  refer- 
ence. The  following  extracts  will  illustrate  how  this  is 
carried  out : — 

"  Capsicum  (631). — In  Atonic  Dyspepsia,  especially  that 
occurring  in  hard  drinkers,  and  in  that  of  persons  who  have 
been  long  resident  in  hot  climates,  capsicum  is  a  very  eligible 
stimulant  and  stomachic.  The  following  pills  may  be  em- 
ployed with  advantage,  two  being  taken  daily  an  hour  before 
dinner  : — Pulv.  Capsici,  gr.  ij.-iij.  ;  Pil.  Rhei  Co.,  gr.  v.  ;  Pulv. 
Ipecac.  Rad.,  gr.  ss.    M.  ft.  pil.  ij." 

At  paragraph  827  it  is  said  that  the  following  pills,  recom- 
mended by  Dr.  James  Johnson,  have  been  found  useful  in 
dyspepsia: — Ext.  Coloc.  Co.,  gr.  xl.  ;  Pil.  Rhei  Co.,  gr.  xx. : 
Saponis,  gr.  vj. ;  01.  Caryoph.,  gtt.  iv.  M.  ft.  pil.  xvj.  One  or 
two  pills  at  dinner.  Rhubarb  is  one  of  the  oldest  remedies 
for  this  distressing  complaint ;  it  is  "  warm  and  carminative 
in  its  nature,  and  speedy  in  its  action  "  (1936).  "  An  old 
plan  of  administration,  but  one  which  often  proves  highly 
useful,  is  for  the  patient  to  chew  a  piece  of  the  solid  drug. 
Where  acidity  of  the  stomach  is  a  prominent  symptom,  the 
following  will  often  prove  useful : — Rhei  Rad.  Ccntus.,  ^iss.  ;. 
Potass  Carb.,  ."iij  ;  Aq.  Ferv.,  5xij. ;  macerate  for  twelve  hours, 
strain,  and  add  Tr.  Cinnamom.  vj.  Dose,  ^ss.-^ij."  These 
are  good  old-fashioned  remedies  (and  there  are  many  such 
in  the  book),  but  when  we  state  that  articles  written  by  Dr. 
Buxton  are  devoted  to  digestive  ferments,  as  well  as  other 
important  subjects,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  book  is  by  no> 
means  one-sided.  No  book  on  therapeutics  can  be  thorough 
which  fails  to  give  due  credit  to  the  old  school  of  treatment, 
because  we  are  slowly  learning  that  that  school  worked  on 
sound,  if  not  clearly  defined,  principles. 

The  alterative  effects  of  Hydrargyrum  cum  Creta  are  valu- 
able in  the  diarrhoea,  and  di/sentery  of  children.  "  When  the- 
stools  are  clay-coloured,  or  mucous  and  sanguineous,  the 
following  formula  is  particularly  useful : — Hyd.  c.  Creta,  gr. 
ij.-iij.;  Pulv.  Aromat.  vol  Pulv.  Crete  Aromat,  gr.  iij.  M. 
To  be  taken  twice  a  day."  Sir  T.  Watson's  favourite  was  : — 
Hyd.  c.  Creta,  ?ss. ;  P.  Crete  Co.  P.  L.,  Sode  Carb.  Exsicc.„ 
aa  Jj.    M.    Dose,  gr.  iij  -v.  thrice  daily.    He  advised  its  use 
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'particularly  when  Aphtha)  exist  in  the  mouth,  borax  being 
used  as  a  local  application.  When  diarrhoea  of  children  runs 
into  the  chronic  condition,  it  is  generally  injudicious  to  use 
powerful  astringents.  In  these  cases  logwood'  "often  answers 
well,  and  may  be  advantageously  prescribed  as  advised  by 
Dr.  Hillier: — Ext.  Hsematox.,  5ij. ;  Tr.  Catechu,  Jiij. ;  Syrup, 
3j. ;  Aq.  Cinnamom.  ad  jjiij.  M.  Dose,  two  teaspoonfuls  for 
a  child  cf  three  years  " 

These  extracts  will  show  the  general  usefulness  of  the 
'manual.  The  more  scientific  parts  of  the  book — those,  for 
example,  in  which  physiological  actions  of  drugs  are  con- 
sidered— appear  to  be  written  with  care,  and,  where  possible, 
actual  cases  are  described  which  illustrate  what  is  stated. 
In  addition  to  the  ordinary  index,  there  is  an  index  of 
[diseases  (sixty  pages),  which  shows  what  remedies  are  em- 
ployed and  the  paragraphs  in  which  their  use  is  referred  to. 
The  introductory  part  is  devoted  to  an  interesting  account  of 
therapeutics  and  the  modes  of  administering  medicines.  As 
!we  have  stated,  references  to  original  papers  are  very 
'numerous,  and  are  mostly  given  as  footnotes. 


New  Commercial  Plants  and  Drugs  (No.  9).  By  T.  Christy, 
F.L.S.,  &o.  London :  Christy  &  Co.,  155  Fenchurch 
Street,  B.C. 

In  the  latest  issue  of  his  useful  publication  Mr.  Christy 
gives  some  account  of  the  following  among  other  drugs : — 
Doundake  Bark  (Sarcocephalus  esculentus,  Afzelius).  The 
active  principle  of  this  bark,  it  appears,  resides  in  the  colour- 
ing matter,  which  is  soluble  in  alcohol  only.  This  points  to 
the  use  of  an  alcoholic  preparation,  but  as  the  bark  also 
contains  a  bitter  colouring  matter  soluble  in  water,  the  pre- 
parations should  be  hydro-alcoholic,  and  therefore  the  method 
adopted  by  the  natives  of  administering  the  drug  in  wine  is 
quite  consistent.  Doundake  bark  is  said  to  have  been  em- 
ployed with  success  as  a  substitute  for  quinine  and  in  cases 
of  nervous  paralysis. 

Several  interesting  chapters  treat  of  Fodder  Plants,  among 
which  the  author  mentions  the  husks  of  cocoa  beans,  con- 
taining, according  to  analysis,  no  less  than  46-62  per  cent,  of 
flesh-forming  ingredients,  such  as  oil,  albuminous  matter,  gum, 
&c,  and  said  to  form  an  excellent  cattle  food.  Essential  Oil 
Plants  next  engage  his  attention,  and  Mr.  Christy  strongly 
urges  colonists,  especially  in  Australia,  to  turn  their  attention 
to  the  cultivation  of  such  plants  and  the  extraction  of  their 
■oils.  We  fear  that  Mr.  Christy  greatly  over-estimates  the 
profits  which  are  likely  to  accrue  from  growing  such  plants, 
if,  indeed,  their  cultivation  at  the  present  time  would  be  at 
all  a  profitable  occupation.  Among  the  plants  especially 
recommended  for  cultivation  are  the  BacMoiisia  citriodora, 
F.  v.  M. ;  the  Eucalyptus  staigeriana,  F.  v.  M.,  natives  of 
•Queensland,  yielding  an  oil  analogous  to  that  of  the  Andro- 
pogon  citratus,  D.  C. ;  the  Melaleuca  Leucadendron,  L.  ;  also 
an  Australian  tree,  from  the  leaves  of  which  is  obtained  2  per 
cent,  of  volatile  oil,  closely  resembling  the  Cajuput  oil  of 
commerce,  and  others.  But  with  true  lemongrass  oil  now  at 
the  unprecedentedly  low  price  of  \d.  per  oz.,  the  ship- 
ments from  Ceylon  more  than  sufficient  for  all  require- 
ments, and  the  article  gradually  being  discarded  in  favour  of 
•citronella  oil  by  soap-makers,  who  are  its  principal  con- 
sumers, the  prospect  for  new  growers  is  not  tempting. 
Cajuput  oil,  likewise,  according  to  all  accounts,  is  losing 
ground  rapidly,  and  it  could  hardly  pay  a  grower  to  com- 
mence the  cultivation  of  such  a  declining  article. 

The  notes  on  rubber,  tobacco,  bonduc  seeds,  and  kola  are 
•extremely  interesting,  but  those  on  kava-kava  and  papaine  con- 
tain but  little  that  is  new.  A  note  on  Strophanthus,  Kombe, 
is  probably  the  most  valuable  in  the  volume.  Mr.  Christy 
•says  the  plant  is  not  exclusively  confined  to  Africa,  for  he 
•has  seen  herbarium  specimens  of  the  Strophanthus  longus 
cordatus,  and  of  the  8.  diclwtomus,  De  C,  from  Batavia.  Mr. 
Moens,  whom  he  met  in  Holland  in  April  this  year,  informs 
Mm  that  he  perfectly  remembers  seeing  the  pods  of  Stro- 
phanthus hanging  in  the  Java  forests,  but  he  was  net  aware 
that  there  was  any  use  for  them,  so  he  did  not  gather  them, 
and  that  it  is  known  that  this  genus  does  not  fruit  very 
readily,  owing  to  imperfect  fertilisation.  In  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Singapore  there  is  also  a  Strophanthus,  of  which 
he  is  applying  for  a  specimen. 


The  London  Catalogue  of  British  Plants.  Eighth  edition. 
Part  I.  London  :  George  Bell  &  Sons,  4  York  Street, 
Covent  Garden.    Pp.33.    Price  6d.  (in  limp  cloth,  Is.). 

The  editing  of  this  very  valuable  catalogue  has  now  passed 
into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Frederick  J.  Hanbury,  of  Plough  Court, 
who  is  well  known  as  an  enthusiastic  collector  and  discoverer 
of  new  species.  The  first  part  contains  the  names  of  all 
British  pluenogamia,  filiccs,  cquisetace<c,  lycopodiacece, selagi- 
nellacece,  marsileaceie,  and  characeee.  The  editor  has  con- 
siderably extended  the  list,  and  has  adapted  the  ordinal  and 
generic  sequence  to  Bentham  and  Hooker's  "  Genera  Plant- 
arum,"  while  the  specific  sequence  of  the  previous  edition, 
which  was  based  on  the  third  edition  of  "  English  Botany," 
is  retained  with  slight  modifications. 

To  those  who  are  unacquainted  with  the  "  London  Cata- 
logue," it  may  be  explained  that  it  is  intended  as  an  index 
and  register  for  herbaria  of  indigenous  plants,  for  which 
purpose  a  blank  column  runs  parallel  with  the  botanical 
names.  It  may  also  be  used  for  indicating  the  species  which 
characterise  any  particular  district,  and  perhaps  its  most 
valuable  feature  to  collectors  will  be  found  in  the  census 
numbers  which  indicate  the  frequency  or  rarity  of  species. 
To  the  student  collector  the  catalogue  is  a  sine  qud  non : 
with  it  and  a  mixed  herbarium  before  him,  the  arrangement 
of  specimens  in  proper  order  becomes  almost  a  mechanical 
operation.  To  mure  advanced  botanists,  the  catalogue 
commends  itself. 

In  the  work  of  revision,  Mr.  Hanbury  has  been  assisted  by 
several  well-known  specialists,  and  he  has  performed  the 
task  of  editing  the  whole  in  a  most  thorough  manner. 


Useful  Hi/its  gathered  from  the  Experience  of  a  Lifetime. 
Specially  given  to  aid  Workers  among  the  Poor  and  Siclt. 
London':  W.  H.  Broom.    Pp.  142.    Price  1*.  6.7. 

The  writer  of  this  neat  little  manual,  whose  signature, 
A.  IL  J.  W.,  is,  we  understand,  that  of  a  lady,  has  evidently 
made  an  earnest  pursuit  of  ministering  to  the  wants  of  the 
sick.  In  such  labours  many  arts  and  contrivances  and  subsi- 
diary means  of  relief  become  familiar,  which  though  slight 
enough  singly,  present  in  the  mass  an  experience  of  no  mean 
value.  The  authoress  mixes  medical  advice  with  her  practical 
suggestions,  and  she  belongs  to  the  homoeopathic  persuasion. 
The  subjects  discussed  in  the  volume  range  from  laving  a  fire 
to  the  treatment  of  cancer.  Some  of  the  simplest  hints  are 
among  the  best.  Such  for  instance  as  the  recommendation 
of  a  low  table  for  a  nursery,  so  that  children  may  sit  round 
it  on  their  own  little  chairs  with  their  feet  on  the  ground. 
While  so  sitting  some  useful  occupations  are  suggested  for 
them,  such  as  making  paper  pillows  for  the  poor  by  tearing 
up  old  pieces  of  unprinted  or  unwritten  paper  and  stuffing  slips 
with  the  bits.  The  hints  are  not  all  for  the  use  of  the  poor; 
carriage  rests,  for  example,  are  a  little  out  of  their  line.  The 
instructions  to  prevent  "black  eyes"  are  perhaps  a  little 
more  practical.  There  are  some  useful  details  with  diagrams 
for  making  compresses. 


De.  Mohell  Mackenzie  has  a  volume  in  the  press  on  the 
voice  and  throat.  The  book  will  be  of  a  popular  nature,  and 
is  to  be  published  by  Messrs.  Macinillan  &  Co. 


We  have  received  the  eighth  and  ninth  numbers  of  Drugs 
and  Medicines  of  North  America,  which  complete  the  first 
volume  of  this  most  valuable  treatise.  The  eighth  part  is 
entirely  taken  up  with  an  account  of  Cimicifuga  raceinosa, 
which  is  continued  in  the  ninth  number,  along  with  an 
account  oE  JCanthorrliiza  apiifolia,  so  that  the  whole  of  the 
first  volume  is  devoted  to  the  natural  order  Panunculacea. 
In  both  cases  the  subjects  are  treated  with  that  fulness 
which  was  characteristic  of  the  earlier  parts,  and  the  authors 
have  added  to  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  book  by  the  com- 
pilation of  an  exhaustive  index.  It  is  already  well-known 
that  the  authors  of  this  scholarly  work  are  Messrs.  J.  W.  and 
C.  G.  Lloyd,  of  Cincinnati.  The  reception  which  the  first 
volume  has  received  will  undoubtedly  encourage  them  in 
their  herculean  task. 
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NEW  TESTS  FOR  LANOLIN. 

Professor  Liebreich  has  continued  his  experiments 
with  the  new  ointment  base,  and  has  formulated  the  follow- 
ing more  accurate  tests  for  its  purity  ami  freedom  from 
adulteration : — 

1.  The  most  important  test  is  its  neutral  reaction;  if  you 
apply  it  to  blue  litmus  paper  it  must  not  give  any  red  colour. 

2.  A  more  accurate  test  is  to  dissolve  a  small  quantity  of 
lanolin  in  benzine  which  is  free  from  acid,  and  add  a  drop 
of  phenol-phthalein.  If  now  you  add  a  normal  solution  of 
potassium,  the  first  drop  gives  a  red  colour. 

3.  If  you  heat  for  a  short  time  a  quantity  of  lanolin  with 
distilled  water  you  will  have  twj  layers  :  the  upper  is  a 
clear  yellow  oily  fluid,  but  not  brown  ;  the  lower  is  a  clear 
watery  solution,  which  does  not  give  any  red  reaction  when 
applied  to  blue  litmus. 

4.  If  lanolin  be  freed  from  its  water  by  heating  it,  the 
fatty  matter  must  be  completely  soluble  in  ether,  leaving  no 
residue. 

5.  Lanolin  when  burned  on  a  platinum  spatula  should 
leave  no  residue. 


Permanganate  of  Potash  as  Alkaloidal  Reagent. 

A  short  time  ago  E.  Giesel  demonstrated  that  concen- 
trated solutions  of  pure  cocaine  hydrochlorate  give  a  bright 
violet  precipitate  of  cocaine  permanganate  on  the  addition  of 
a  solution  of  permanganate  of  potash.  In  diluted  solutions 
the  precipitation  only  becomes  apparent  after  a  short  time, 
in  the  shape  of  crystals  of  a  somewhat  dark-violet  colour. 
Considering  the  scarcity  of  characteristic  reactions  of  cocaine, 
it  was  of  some  interest  to  determine  whether  the  formation 
of  violet  cocaine  permanganate  is  characteristic,  or  whether 
other  alkaloid  salts  have  the  same  effect  on  permanganate  of 
potash. 

Mr.  H.  Beckurts,  of  the  Brunswick  Technical  High  School, 
in  conjunction  with  Mr.  0.  List,  has  tested  the  effect  of 
permanganate  of  potash  on  a  number  of  alkaloid  salts,  dilut- 
ing in  each  instance  the  cold  saturated  solutions  of  the 
alkaloidal  hydrochlorates  drop  by  drop  with  decinormal  per- 
manganate. 

Under  these  circumstances  immediate  reduction  of  the 
permanganate,  with  separation  of  brown  manganic  oxide,  was 
observed  in  the  solutions  of  hydrochlorate  of  quinine,  cin- 
chonidine,  cinchonamine,  cinchonine,  brucine,  veratrine, 
colchicine,  coniine,  nicotine,  aconitine,  physostygmine,  code- 
ine, and  thebaine. 

The  solutions  of  hyoscyamine  hydrochlorate,  pilocarpine, 
berberine,  piperine,  strychnine,  and  atropine  were  coloured 
red  on  the  addition  of  permanganate  of  potash,  the  latter 
being  only  gradually  reduced. 

The  reagent  also  causes  a  white  crystalline  precipitate  of 
oxydimorphine  from  solutions  of  morphine  hydrochlorate, 
which  after  filtering  and  drying  may  be  recognised  by  its 
characteristic  reactions. 

A  solution  of  apomorphine  hydrochlorate  immediately 
reduces  a  solution  of  permanganate  of  potash,  and  assumes 
an  intensely  green  colour.  Narceine,  papaverine,  and  nar- 
cotine show  a  characteristic  action  similar  to  cocaine. 

By  diluting  a  concentrated  solution  of  narceine  hydro- 
chlorate with  a  few  drops  of  permanganate  solution  a  preci- 
pitate of  a  reddish  tint  is  immediately  formed,  which  is  very 
stable  in  the  absence  of  an  excess  of  permanganate  of  potash, 
but  is  split  up  by  an  excess,  or  by  heating,  with  separation  of 
brown  manganic  oxide. 

Solutions  of  papaverine  hydrochlorate,  or  of  narcotine,  if 
diluted  with  hydrochloric  acid,  act  exactly  similarly.  Perman- 
ganate of  papaverine  and  of  narcotine  are  much  less  stable 
than  narceine  permanganate.  The  reddish  precipitates  soon 
discolour,  and  finally  decompose  with  separation  of  oxide. 

The  alkaloids  used  in  the  experiments  were  pure,  so  far  as 
could  be  ascertained,  so  that  the  reactions  observed  may  be 
considered  as  pertaining  especially  to  alkaloids.  Conse- 
quently among  the  better  known  alkaloids  only  narceine, 
papaverine,  and  narcotine  gave  coloured  permanganate  salts, 
difficultly  soluble. 

The  permanganate  of  cocaine  is  the  most  constant  of  all 
these. — Pharm.  Zeit. 


Crabc  Report. 


It  should  alu-ays  be  remembered  that  prices  quoted  in  this 
section  are  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained  the  lorvest 
that  arc  actually  p 'aid  for  bulk  quantities.  Considerable 
allowances  have  to  be  added  in  many  cases  before  ordi- 
nary prices  can  be.  ascertained,  and  for  many  drugs  it 
must  be  recollected  the  range  of  quality  is  very  wide. 

Mincing  Lane,  June  25. 

TRADE  lias  been  extremely  slack  this  week,  an  1  a  feeling 
of  considerable  depression  has  been  created  by  the  report 
that  a  large  firm  of  chemical  manure  manufacturers  were  en- 
deavouring to  come  to  an  agreement  with  their  creditors,  on 
the  basis,  it  is  asserted,  of  about  5s.  in  the  pound.  The  lia- 
bilities are  stated  at  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million,  and  it  is 
further  rumoured  that  another  firm  in  the  chemical  trade 
have  been  drawn  into  the  wreck.  Several  articles  have 
suifered  a  further  depression  in  consequence  of  these  an- 
nouncements. 

The  drug  sales  were  characterised  by  extreme  languor, 
several  brokers  only  selling  one  or  two  lots  out  of  their 
catalogues.  One  broker  appeared  to  render  himself  particu- 
larly obnoxious  to  the  assembled  buyers  by  the  manner  in 
which  he  persisted  in  buying  in  lot  after  lot  without  giving, 
as  is  usual,  any  indication  of  the  price  which  would  be 
acceptable. 

A  slight  altercation  arose  a  propos  of  a  lot  which  was 
offered  for  sale  "  without  reserve,"  but  which  the  broker 
wanted  to  buy  in.  The  buyers  maintained  that  the  clause 
"  without  reserve  "  compelled  the  broker  to  sell  at  any  price, 
and  the  auctionesr  that  he  was  only  obh'ged  to  accept  a 
reasonable  offer.    The  broker  finally  gave  way. 

It  will  be  seen  from  our  report  that  the  remainder  of  the 
Palembang  benjamin  recovered  at  Cape  Town  was  put  up  for 
sale  to-day,  and  that  one  case  was  sold  at  a  price  consider- 
abl}-  in  excess  of  that  realised  before.  The  auctioneer  in 
offering  it  made  a  few  remarks  in  recognition  of  the  service 
which  this  journal  had  rendered  to  Mincing  Lane  by  exciting 
interest  in  this  consignment,  though  it  did  not  appear  that 
gratitude  towards  us  was  very  prominent  among  his  senti- 
ments. 

Acid  (Citric)  is  again  dearer.  On  the  spot  2s.  4£<7.  has 
been  paid,  and  for  August  delivery  2s.  4:,VZ.  per  lb. 
Acid  (Tartaric). — Unchanged,  and  more  or  less  neglected. 
Aloes. — Of  East  Indian  variety  nothing  has  been  sold, 
although  19  kegs  Socotrine  were  offered  in  auction.  Cape 
aloes  sold  at  about  previous  rates,  although  in  some  instances 
an  advance  of  6d.  per  cwt.  was  made,  viz.  32s.  6^.  to  33s.  for 
fine,  bright,  hard  ;  20s.  to  26.?.  6d.  for  ordinary  soft  to  fair  but 
partly  drossy  ;  13s.  to  13s.  6d.  for  very  low  quality.  14  boxes 
good  Natal  were  quitted  at  the  very  cheap  price  of  30s.  per 
cwt.  There  was  a  large  show  of  Curacao  aloes,  mostly 
packed  in  gourds,  of  the  coarse  livery  character,  rather  red- 
dish, slightly  drossy  mixed.  For  these  gourds  there  was 
hardly  any  competition,  although  the  broker  professed 
anxiety  to  sell.  20  gourds  were  finally  knocked  down  at  80s. 
per  cwt.  85s.  to  90s.  was  paid  for  Curaqao  in  boxes,  some- 
what dark  livery,  and  57s.  6d.  per  cwt.  for  capey  character. 
True  Barbadoes  aloes  are  extremely  scarce. 

Ambergris. — A  few  tins  of  ordinary  quality  are  held  at 
high  prices  ;  fine  ambergris  has  not  been  placed  in  auction  for 
a  considerable  time.

— We  noticed  a  parcel  of  13  bags  fine  bright 
quartered  fruit,  divested  of  the  outer  skin,  imported  from 
Calcutta,  for  which  no  buyer  was  found ;  10  cases  dull 
blackish  slices  were  also  bought  in.  > 

Balsams. — No  change  can  be  reported;  all  varieties  re- 
maining inanimate.  For  good  Peruvian  balsam  5s.  3d.  per 
lb.  may  be  put  down  as  the  nearest  value. 

Buchu  Leaves. — No  transactions  are  reported.  The  article 
is  quite  neglected.

These  prices  show  a  marked 
decline. 

— Forty- six  bales  fair,  green  colour,  but 
stalky  and  dusty,  brought  in  at  4c/.  per  lb.

A  case  of  broken  leaves, 
fairly  good  appearance,  is  held  at  Is.  per  11>.

In  the  lower  districts  of  Gioja  and  other  places 
which  gave  a  good  crop  last  year,  there  are  complaints  of 
deficiencies,  but  in  the  other  districts  there  appears  to  be  an 
abundance  of  sound  and  healthy  fruit,  and  with  a 
continuation  of  seasonable  weather  a  good  average 
crop  may  be  anticipated.  Some  further  business  has 
b3en  done  for  Russia,  but  the  general  export  demand  is  very 
slack,  and  this,  combined  with  heavy  stocks  and  good  crop 
prospects,  has  discouraged  some  of  the  principal  Naples 
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holders.  The  latest  Naples  quotations  are  :  for  Qallipoli, 
laranto,  Brindisi,  and  Rosatio  oil,  ZV>.  10s.  to  35/.,  and  for 
(rioja,  new  oil,  34/.  per  tun,  f.o.b.  From  Messina  we  hear 
that  prices  oa  the  spot  hive  advanced,  oa  account  of  the 
cholera-quarantine  established  at  sooae  Italian  ports, 
which  increases  the  freight  on  oil  imported  from  Calabria. 
Toe  demand  from  Southern  Russia  for  prime  burning  quality 
continues,  and  the  prospects  for  the  new  crop  continue 
favourable  on  the  whole.    The  English  mirket  is  quiet.

Valencia  several  lots  found  buyers  lately  at  36s.  Id.  per.  lb. 
f.o.b.  Extra  superior  Valencia  is  altogether  wanting.  Of 
Alio  inte  adulterated  saffron,  the  extra  superior  quality  might 
perhaps  be  bought  at  27s.  2d.  per  lb.  f.o.b  ,  and  the  superior 
at  23s.  2d.  per  lb.  f.o.b.  All  above  quotations  are  for  cases  of 
tins,  each  tin  containing  25  lbs.net. 

Sarsaparilla.— Good  Honduras  sold  at  Is.  4;Z.  per  lb. ;  and 
8,\d.  was  suggested  for  Mexican.  The  supply  of  the  former 
variety  continues  to  be  very  large. 

Seeds  (Various).—  Anise  moves  off  slowly,  but  values  re- 
main unaltered.  Russian  seed  29s.  to  30s  ,  Levant  40s.  to 
43s.  per  cwt.  ex.  warehouse.  For  36  cases  Japanese  Star  Anise 
au  offer  of  19s.  was  declined.  Trade  in  Canary  has  been 
more  extensive  during  the  last  fortnight  thin  is  usual  at  this 
time  of  the  year.  The  chief  demand  was  for  the  Continent, 
where  stocks  are  nil,  and  buyers  therefore  constantly  on  the 
aler1",  but  also  at  home  a  good  trade  was  doing  in  all  better 
descriptions.  In  Turkey  itself  stocks  seem  completely  ex- 
hausted, and  probably  no  shipments  will  be  ma  le  until  the 
new  crop,  which  so  far  promises  fairly  well,  has  come  in.  In 
Holland  prices,  already  considerably  above  our  own,  have 
gone  up  further.  From  Algiers  offers  are  coming  in,  but 
values  are  too  high  to  suit  this  market.  Ordinary  Turkish 
seed  45s.  to  46s.  6d.,  Morocco  43s.  to  55s.,  Spanish  70s.  to  76s. 
per  464  lbs.  In  Caraway  a  very  brisk  demand  continues; 
most  second- hand  parcels  are  now  cleared  of  the  market,  and 
buyers  have  to  fall  bick  upon  direct  importations.  The 
market  in  Holland  shows  a  somewhat  firmer  tone,  and  even 
offers  for  delivery  of  new  crop  are  now  more  reserved,  owing 
1  3  the  unfavourable  weather.  Current  prices  for  good 
quality  on  the  spot  is  34s.  to  35s.  per  cwt.  For  Cummin  seed 
a  more  general  inquiry  is  springing  up.  In  new  Fennel  some 
business  has  been  passing  at  about  20s.  Fenuyreelt  is  quiet, 
though  the  Continental  demand  is  getting  brisker ;  but  little 
has  been  passing,  as  owners  hold  out  for  rather  high  prices. 
The  trade  in  Linseed  rules  fairly  firm,  and  both  Bombay  and 
Calcutta  quote  higher  ;  the  former  43s.,  the  latter  41.?.  Gd.  per 
416  lbs.   Dutch  seed  command;  more  attention  at  52s.  to  53s. 


per  424  lbs.  New  Sicilian  is  offered  at  abo  it  50s.  Mask  seed 
plentiful  and  negleeted.  Sowing  Rapeseed  is  very  scarce,  and 
fine  English  quality  fetches  an  extreme  price.  French  seed 
remains  firm  at  47s.  to  43s.  per  421  lbs.  New  Ripeseei  in 
Southern  Europe  will  be  cut  in  about  a  fortnight. 

Senna. — One  or  t.vo  new  parcels  of  Alexandrian  have 
arrived,  and  were  off  jred  in  auction  oa  Thursday,  but  holders 
did  not  appear  anxious  t)  meet  the  market.  There  was  a 
large  supply  of  Tinnevelly,  gooi  greenish  leaves,  selling  at 
lOd?  with  good  competition  ;  ordin  iry  to  fair,  but  dark  mixed, 
at  2d.  to  4i.  per  lb. 

Squills.  -A  fine  parcel  of  freshly  imported  Malta  realised 
5jVZ.  per  lb. 

Sulphate  of  Quinine  cantinues  extremely  dull;  some 
German  mikes  are  quoted  at  2s.  2d.  per  oz  in  bulk.  The 
quinine  of  the  Milan  works  is  now  officially  quoted  at  2?.  4i. 
per  oz.,  usual  conditions.  Other  brands  nominally  unchanged. 

Vanilloes. — A  fair  supply  mostly  sold  at  very  low  rates. 

Wax  (Bees') — The  demand  has  slackened,  the  large 
quantity  offered  to-diy  (chiefly  Jaimic  i)  meeting  with  little 
attention.  Australian,  gooi  pale,  realised  6/.;  pa'e  orange 
tablets  from  Bombay  51.  10s. :  and  a  parcel  of  greenish  West 
Indian,  good  wax,  was  sold  at  the  very  low  price  of  47s.  Qd. 
per  cwt. 


THE  AMERICAN  MARKETS. 


New  York,  June  12. 

THE  long  period  of  depression  which  has  prevailed  in  the 
drug  market  appears  to  be  drawing  to  a  close,  for  at  this 
unusual  time  of  the  year  the  wholesale  trade  is  now  fairly 
busy,  and  the  prospects  are  certainly  good  for  the  summer 
trade.    For  export,  also,  a  good  inquiry  has  set  in. 

The  prices  sterling  (in  parentheses)  are  what  the  different 
articles  would  cost  delivered  in  London,  all  market  allow- 
ances, discounts,  &c,  being  taken  into  account.  Importers- 
can,  therefore,  see  at  a  glance  the  course  of  this  market  com- 
pared with  their  own. 

Bromine. — The  position  is  unchanged;  the  combination 
price  is  34 e.  (Is.  4;}rf  ),  at  which  a  good  demand  is  reported. 

Balsams. — Sales  of  newly-imported  Peru  are  reported  at 
$1  (4s.  5yi.).  There  is  no  change  of  importance  in  Copaiba? 
except  the  arrival  of  Para,  which,  with  the  parcel  already  on 
the  spot,  is  held  at  29c.  (Is.  3kd.),  considerably  above  buyers' 
ideas.  Tola. — Ten  cases  of  40*-lb.  tins  just  landed  are  unsold, 
25c.  (Is.  Ihd.)  was  offered  and  refused. 

SlMARUBA  Bark. — Eight  bales  more  have  been  added  to 
the  stock  in  first-hands.  Now  that  it  has  commenced  to 
arrive  again  we  may  receive  several  more  parcels.  Price  at- 
present,  15c.  (8^/.). 

Coca  Leaves — This  week  6,000  lb-,  came  to  hand,  half 
of  them  Huanuco,  for  which  30c.  (Is.  4<Z.)  is  demanded. 

Quinine. — To-day  sales  of  prime  German  brands  were 
made  at  50c.  (2s.  l'\d.,  5  per  cent.)  ;  and  now  that  the  long- 
talked-of  half-dollar  quinine  has  been  reached.it  cannot  be 
said  that  it  has  brought  out  a  crowd  of  buyers  who  were  sup- 
posed to  be  holding  back  for  the  event.  In  fact,  the  market 
is  just  as  dull  as  it  was  before  the  decline. 

Serpentaria. — It  now  appears  that  the  collectors,  aided 
by  some  speculators  in  St.  Louis,  have  again  "  cornered"  this- 
article  in  the  Indian  Territory,  where  it  is  gathered.  All 
reports,  however,  agree  in  representing  a  scarcity,  and  this- 
has  no  doubt  aided  the  concentration. 

Peppermint  Oil. — The  demand  has  not  improved,  but 
the  market  remains  firm.  The  usual  reports  as  to  the  damage 
to  the  crop  are  in  circulation  ;  those  from  Michigan,  being, 
furnished  by  reliable  authority,  are  worthy  of  credence.  Ir^ 
is  stated  that  in  several  districts  want  of  rain  has  so  retarded 
the  growth  that  only  half  a  crop  of  mint  will  result. 

Spermaceti. — A  large  business  has  recently  been  done  in 
the  refined  article  in  blocks,  and  as  no  future  supply  was- 
visible  the  price  advanced  with  some  rapidity;  but  now  the 
market  is  agiin  declining,  in  consequence  of  a  speculative- 
movement  which  has  been  set  on  foot.  Second-hand  holders, 
are  qao'.ing  50c.

Chemists  and  Druggists  and  Scientific  Crazes. 

To  The  Chemist  and  Druggist — 

Sir,— Will  you  kindly  allow  me  to  endorse  and  supplement 
the  timely  letter  of  "  F.  E.  J.,"  which  appeared  in  your  last 
issue. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  chemists  are  neglect- 
ing their  business,  when  they  allow  photographers,  both  pro- 
fessional and  amateur,  to  send  up  to  town  for  their  require- 
ments, when  they  ought  to  be  able  to  supply  almost  every 
want,  more  especially  in  the  way  of  chemicals. 

I  have  combined  pharmacy  and  photography  for  several 
years,  and  have  myself  experienced  the  intense  difficulty, 
when  on  a  holiday,  of  procuring  even  the  most  commonly 
required  chemicals,  or  else  have  been  charged  exorbitant 
prices,  such  as  Is.  per  lb.  for  hyposulphite  of  soda,  and  3a*.  6d. 
for  a  15-gr.  tube  of  chloride  of  gold. 

Now,  Mr.  Editor,  I  myself  do  not  see  the  slightest  excuse 
for  any  chemist  not  being  well  up  in  the  art  of  photography, 
when  the  acquiring  of  it  is  such  a  simple  matter. 

Having  taught  several  amateurs,  I  have  always  found  that 
their  greatest  difficulty  lies,  not  in  any  manipulation  with 
the  camera,  but  in  the  mixing  up  of  developers  and  baths, 
which  to  a  chemist,  from  his  constant  practice  in  compound- 
ing medicine,  would  be  the  simplest  matter  in  the  world  ; 
and,  indeed,  the  mixing  of  developers,  &c,  is  that  portion  of 
the  photographic  chemist's  business  considered  the  most 
lucrative. 

One  of  the  most  amusing  sights  I  know  of  is  to  see  an 
amateur  measure  out  developer  or  weigh  out  pyrogallic  acid, 
which,  from  its  extreme  lightness,  gives  no  end  of  trouble, 
and  frequently  a  coloured  solution  results,  due  to  its  lengthy 
exposure  to  air  during  the  weighing  operation. 

As  "  F.  E.  J."  points  out,  it  is  first  absolutely  necessary  for 
a  chemist  to  perfect  himself  in  the  art  before  he  can  think  of 
dealing  with  photographers,  amongst  whom  are  some  pos- 
sessed with  an  extraordinary  amount  of  shrewdness  and 
perception. 

First  let  him  purchase  one  of  the  numerous  handbooks 
published,  sujh  as  "  Burton's  Photography  " — a  Is.  manual 
published  by  Carter  &  Piper,  Castle  Street,  Holborn  — and, 
having  studied  that  thoroughly,  invest  in  some  of  the  scientific 
works  of  Captain  Abney. 

After  grasping  the  subject  well,  he  may  begin  to  select 
apparatus,  for  which  purpose  your  advertisement  columns 
may  be  profitably  perused  and  turned  to  account. 

Any  commercial  dry-plate  gives  good  results  with  careful 
manipulation. 

Do  not  let  him  trouble  about  a  dark  room  at  first,  but 
leave  developing  and  plate-changing  till  dark,  when  a  ruby 
lantern  is  all  that  is  required. 

Let  him  stick  to  it  well  for  a  short  time,  and,  if  possible, 
take  some  local  views,  which,  if  they  are  good,  might  be 
mounted  and  displayed  in  the  pharmacy,  with  a  notice  that 
they  were  "  taken  by  an  amateur  with  our  so-many-guinea 
set,"  &c.  ;  or,  if  they  are  put  into  a  corner  of  the  window,  it 
is  surprising  the  number  of  people  who  will  stop  to  look  at 


them,  amongst  whom  there  may  be  a  future  amateur,  who 
by-and  by  will  summon  up  courage,  and  venture  to  inquire 
if  he  can  be  supplied  wit  h  a  set,  and  what  is  most  necessary — 
instruction,  for  which  a  small  charge  might  be  made. 

Or  there  may  be  others  who  are  already  amateurs  and  have 
to  write  up  to  town  for  every  requirement,  and  would  gladly 
purchase  them  in  their  own  town  if  anything  near  the  price 
they  are  accustomed  to. 

Several  houses  offer  agencies  for  apparatus  and  require- 
ments at  from  20  to  30  per  cent,  profit. 

Then  the  chemist  should  invest  in  those  deservedly  popular 
volumes,  "The  British  Journal  Photographic  Almanac  "  and 
"The  Year-Book  of  Photography,"  which  are  published  at 
the  end  of  each  year  at  Is.  each,  and  contain  an  epitome  of 
the  year's  progress,  with  a  host  of  interesting  matter  and 
suggestions,  by  which  means  he  would  be  able  to  advance 
with  the  times,  or,  in  addition,  procure  an  agency  for  the 
sale  of  the  "Amateur  Photographer" — a  2d.  weekly;  and, 
although  newspaper  and  book  agencies  are  not  the  most  pro- 
fitable things  in  the  world,  yet  it  is  found  to  be  the  means- 
of  bringing  amateurs  into  contact  with  new  processes,  which 
all  means  extra  custom  for  his  chemist. 

Then  there  is  the  professional ;  by  all  means,  do  not  let 
him  be  neglected. 

Many  ways  of  approaching  him  will  suggest  themselves, 
such  as  asking  him  to  try  some  samples  of  dry-plates,  the 
outcome  of  the  chemist's  experiments,  and,  if  approved  of,, 
offer  to  supply  him  with  more  at  an  agreed  price. 

Also,  if  the  chemist  would  be  content  with  a  10  or  15  per 
cent,  profit  on  chemicals,  he  could  no  doubt  supply  the  photo- 
grapher with  the  whole  of  his  requirements  at  the  same 
price  he  is  now  paying  for  them. 

Personally,  I  do  not  advise  any  chemist  going  in  for  plate- 
making,  as  there  is  already  much  competition  in  the  market, 
which,  with  the  application  of  machinery,  has  already  brought 
^  plates  down  to  Is.  a  dozen. 

It  is  better  to  get  some  good  maker  to  supply  you  with 
them  minus  his  label,  and  affix  one  with  a  high-sounding, 
name. 

In  this  way,  plates  costing,  say,  l.s.  a  dozen  can  be  easily 
sold  at  Is.  6d.,  which  is  a  fair  rate  of  profit. 

Proprietary  developers,  toning  baths,  and  mounting 
mediums  are  not  out  of  the  question,  and  why  should  one 
hesitate  to  put  up  such  when  there  are  dozens  of  hair-washes- 
and  corn  cures  to  keep  company  with  them  in  our  phar- 
macies ? 

Medical  men  are  not  slow  to  recognise  the  use  of  photo- 
graphy in  their  profession  in  recording  cases,  and  I  know  an 
instance  where  a  physician,  with  very  little  spare  time, 
coming  across  an  unusual  case,  takes  his  patient  round  to  his 
chemist,  where  there  is  fitted  up  in  the  back  garden  an  in- 
expensive studio,  and  between  them  a  permanent  record  is 
obtained  for  his  "  case-book." 

Some  chemists  have  gone  so  far  as  to  illustrate  their 
circulars  with  photographs  taken  by  themselves  in  spare 
moments,  which  is  no  doubt  a  good  way  of  inducing  the 
public  to  save  the  circulars  from  immediate  consignment  to 
the  waste-paper  basket. 

In  conclusion,  I  hope  many  of  your  readers  will  give  the 
photographic  "  craze  "  their  earnest  consideration.  Especially 
do  I  address  assistants  and  apprenticjs,  who  will  find  a 
knowledge  of  photography  a  great  assistance.

There  is  no  doubt  we  chemists 
allow  many  goo  1  items  of  business  to  drift  away  from  us 
into  other  channels.  We  seem  a  great  deal  more  anxious  to 
sell  St.  Jacob's  Oil  or  Hop  Bitters  for  next  to  no  profit  than 
we  are  to  cultivate  such  a  trade  as  suggested  by  F.  E.  J.,  and 
then  we  marvel  that  we  grow  lank  and  pale,  worried  and 
fidgety. 

The  addition  of  a  photographic  trade  to  the  country 
chemist  is  a  good  idea,  and  I  am  desirous  of  trying  it. 
Would,  therefore,  F.  E.  J.  kindlj'  give  a  few  more  particulars, 
such  as  what  make  of  camera  and  lens  he  would  advise  one 
to  get  to  learn  the  art  oneself.  It  would  be  profitable  to  me 
if  he  would  oblige  with  more  detailed  information.

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Curious  Breakages. 

To  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  — 

Sir, — My  late  experience  of  curious  breakages  is  the  fol- 
lowing : — Daring  the  afternoon  of  a  very  warm  day  a  fort- 
night ago,  a  large  bottle,  holding  perhaps  8  or  9  lbs.  of  sul- 
phuric acid,  which  I  had  placed  on  an  upper  shelf  for  safety, 
suddenly  burst  with  a  loud  snap.  On  getting  near  it  to  re- 
move and  prevent  its  further  spilling,  I  found  it  so  rent  as  to 
bs  incapable  of  removal,  so  after  we  had  been  the  unwilling 
witnesses  of  it  slowly  tiickling  and  making  sad  havock  upon 
the  shelves  below,  I  endeavoured  to  remove  the  bottle  ;  but  it 
collapsed  into  thousands  of  pieces,  even  the  thick  bottom  being 
broken  into  many  small  pieces. 

The  bottle  was  placed  there  in  mid-winter,  and  had  not 
been  disturbed  since,  and  may  have  been  over  full ;  so  most 
likely  the  explosion  was  due  to  expansion  of  contents.

Sir, — I  notice  the  correspondence  re  "  Lamplough.'"  May 
I  also  give  you  my  experience  1  About  twelve  months  ago 
Messrs.  Evans,  Sons  &  Co.'s  representative  was  sitting  in  my 
place  with  his  back  to  a  show-case,  when  a  severe  explosion 
took  place,  doing  great  damage  in  the  case.  About  a  fort- 
night afterwards,  having  removed  the  Saline  to  what  I 
imagined  would  be  a  safer  place  in  the  open  air  of  the  shop, 
bang!  went  another;  this  time  the  powder  fell  like  the 
"  gentle  rain  from  heaven,"  bedewing  two  ladies  until  they 
had  the  appearance  of  having  just  emerged  from  a  severe 
snow-storm.  Again  Lamplough  was  moved,  this  time  to  a 
cold  wall  at  the  back  of  the  shop,  but  quite  early  they  were 
at  it  again,  during  one  Sunday  afternoon,  for  when  a  call 
came  to  the  door  the  shop  floor  was  found  strewn  with  four 
broken  gold-labelled  bottles  and  three  or  four  pints  of 
tincture.  We  have  now  enclosed  them  in  a  closet,  but  since 
then  two  bottles  have  fired  off  again. 

Let  us  hope  when  the  new  company  is  formed  that  one  of 
the  conditions  of  sale  will  be  "  Exploding  bottles  replaced."

Sir, — Tie  the  explosive  properties  of  Lamplough's  Saline,  as 
reported  in  your  last  issue,  I  should  say  from  the  nature  of 
the  ingredients,  viz.,  chlorate  of  potash,  bicarbonate  of  soda, 
and  tartaric  acid,  that  peroxide  of  chlorine  would  in  all 
probability  be  formed,  especially  if  excessive  or  prolonged 
heat  were  employed  in  drying  the  several  ingredients  above 
mentioned.

J.  J.  P.  says  : — "  I  have  had  similar  experience  to  your  corre- 
spondents re  Lamplough's  Pyretic,  two  bottles  having 
bursted." 


Sir, — Upon  reading  the  letters  in  your  Journal  on  "  Curious 
Breakages  "  I  need  not  say  anything  in  explanation  of  the 
bursting  of  Lamplough's  Saline  ;  this  is  due  to  the  chemical 
change  taking  place  through  the  bottles  not  being  thoroughly 
dry.  But  the  mysterious  breaking  of  the  glass  in  soda-water 
tumblers,  mortars,  filters,  &c,  is  dependent  upon  another 
theory.  The  glass  in  tumblers  is  not  always  thoroughly 
annealed,  and  the  outside  having  been  cooled  suddenly,  the 
slowly-conducting  power  of  glass  does  not  permit  the 
interior  to  be  cooled  as  quickly,  and  if  a  section  of  the  glass 
could  be  made,  it  would  exhibit  under  the  microscope  the 
difference  of  its  molecular  arrangement.  A  slight  scratch 
on  the  surface  of  the  glass  disturbs  the  equilibrium  of  the 
vitreous  mass,  and  a  violent  separation  by  explosive  force  is 
the  result.  Dependent  upon  the  same  principle  are  those 
philosophical  toys,  "  Bologna  Vials  "  and  "  Rupert's  Drops," 
which  have  long  been  before  the  public  as  curiosities  ;  the 
small  tail  of  the  latter  being  broken  causes  it  to  fly  into  a 
thousand  pieces,  and  a  scratch  with  a  piece  of  flint  no  bigger 
than  a  pin's  head  being  dropped  in  the  former  will  cause  it  to 


fly  in  pieces,  although  a  heavy  bullet  may  be  dropped  into  it 
from  a  great  height  with  impunity.  Here  is  a  quotation  from 
Hudibras  which  proves  that  our  ancestors  were  quite  as  much 
non-plussed  as  we  are  now  : — ■ 

Honour  is  like  that  glassy  bubble 

That  finds  Philosophers  sach  trouble  , 

Whose  least  part  cracked,  the  whole  does  fly, 

And  WITS  are  cracked  to  find  out  why. 

Part  11,  caato  ii.,  line  385. 

These  phenomena  are  ever  occurring  in  glass,  and  sudden 
change  of  temperature  will  as  often  cause  the  disruption.

Sir, — A  soda-water  tumbler,  clean  and  dry,  cracked  with  a 
sound  suggesting  a  small  stone  thrown  at  one  of  the  bottles. 
I  was  searching  for  the  cause  when  a  repetition  of  the  sound 
drew  my  attention  to  the  glass.  It  continued  breaking  at. 
intervals  for  some  hours,  till  it  was  in  several  large  pieces, 
and  was  surrounded  by  minute  splinters  for  some  inches. 
It  was  before  the  days  of  toughened  glass,  and  I  could  find 
no  determining  cause  whatever.  W.  J.  R.  (169/41.) 


Sir, — Like  your  correspondent  "  Eclina,"  I,  too,  one  morn- 
ing found  my  shop  in  a  pretty  pickle  through  the  bursting  of 
a  bottle  of  Lamplough's  Pyretic.  A  portion  of  the  bottle 
was  taken  to  the  maker,  who  promptly  handed  me  another  ; 
but  to  my  surprise  the  matter  was  evidently  looked  upon  as 
one  of  frequent  occurrence,  and  hardly  worth  notice.  How- 
ever, one  must  keep  a  bottle  of  such  a  well-known  proprietary 
in  stock  in  case  some  store  client  forgets  to  bring  it  down, 
you  know,  so  I  have  carefully  rolled  mine  up  in  a  bolster, 
and  think  of  offering  the  two  articles  in  one  lot.  It  is  really 
too  bad,  though,  for  your  correspondents  to  damp  the  ardour 
of  intending  applicants  for  shares  in  the  new  company, 
which  looks  a  veritable  gold-mine.

Sir,— I  see  by  one  of  your  leaders  in  this  week's  Chemist 
and  Druggist  that  I  am  one  who  tends  to  augment  the 
stream  of  questions  re  infringement  of  trade-mark  or  label. 
I  sent  you  last  weak  a  hop- tonic  label,  and  asked  your  advice. 
I  should  like  to  supplement  what  I  then  said  with  the  follow- 
ing remarks,  and  to  apologise  for  the  trouble  I  am  giving 
yoti.  I  sent  a  similar  label  to  the  Chemists  and  Druggists' 
Trade  Association,  of  which  I  am  a  member,  but  they  de- 
clined to  advise  in  the  matter,  saying  they  appealed  to  the 
trade  for  funds,  but  did  not  succeed  in  raising  sufficient, 
which  I  think  is  a  great  pity.  I  wrote  and  told  them  I  would 
make  my  subscription  one  guinea  if  the  other  members  would 
do  the  same.  But  I  do  not  suppose  anything  will  come  of  it  ; 
so,  you  see,  if  we  cannot  get  you  to  give  us  an  opinion,  it  is 
difficult  to  know  whom  to  ask.  Of  course  one  could  not  expe  t 
you  to  take  responsibility,  but  perhaps  you  are  better  able  to 
judge  than  those  who  ask  the  question,  as  you  would  look  at 
it  in  an  impartial  light.  If  I  may  trouble  you  to  answer  my 
former  letter,  under  the  initial  I  then  signed,  without  in  any 
way  undertaking  responsibility,  I  should  be  glad.

[This  letter  seems  to  indicate  a  misapprehension  of  our 
position.  We  should  be  very  pleased  to  give  opinions  on  this 
and  on  scores  of  other  subjects,  but  to  do  so  would  be  really 
dangerous  both  to  ourselves  and  to  our  correspondents. 
Suppose,  for  example,  we  report  on  a  certain  label  that  in 
our  judgment  it  is  not  an  infringement  of  the  Hop  Bitters 
Company's  label.  It  is  quite  possible  that  the  Company 
might  take  a  contrary  view,  and  might  commence  an  action. 
It  might  be  that  our  opinion  would  be  justified  ultimately — 
that  is,  if  the  case  were  carried  to  the  highest  courts ;  but 
which  of  our  readers  would  test  it  so  far?  And,  if  following 
our  advice  should  cost  a  chemist  20/.,  50/.,  or  100/.,  would  it 
not  be  natural  that  he  should  abuse  us,  notwithstanding  his 
assurance  that  he  did  not  holi  us  responsible  ?] 
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G.  L.  N.  (34/169),  Chcmicus  (74/168),  and  K  0.  (30/168) 
send  us  labels  of  "  Hop  Tonic  Bitters,"  "  Golden  Hop  Tonic 
Bitters,"  and  "  Hop  Tonic,"  respectively,  asking  us  to  say 
whether  these  would  be  infringements  of  the  Hop  Bitters 
Company's  property.  We  must  refer  these  correspondents 
to  the  aiticle  we  published  last  week  on  p.  601,  under  the 
title  "  Proprietary  Titles.''  These  questions  of  infringement 
are  of  the  utmost  delicacy,  and  it  would  be  simply  ridiculous 
if  we  were  to  undertake  to  settle  them  in  advance  of  a 
Court. 


42/170.  F.  J.  L.  also  sends  the  label  headed  "Hop 
Bitters "  (white  letters  on  a  red  ground),  which  we  have 
received  before,  and  which  appears  to  be  a  stock  label.  It  is 
not  similar  in  style  or  appearance  to  the  company's  label,  and 
we  are  told  authoritatively  that  it  is  not  an  infringement.  We 
should  have  thought  it  would  have  been.  Surely  the  object 
of  using  it  is  to  make  the  public  think  that  they  are  getting 
the  medicine  known  as  Hop  Bitters  at  a  lower  price  than  if 
thev  bought  the  original  bottles. 


Sir, — I  observe  the  Hop  Bitters  Company  are  now  prose- 
cuting persons  who  infringe  their  rights.  Can  you  inform 
me  whether  they  have  prosecuted  or  intend  to  prosecute  Mr. 
Alfred  King,  who  puts  up  a  preparation  called  "Hop  Bitters," 
and  who  claims,  I  think,  a  prior  right  to  the  title  ?  Can  it 
be  possible  that  the  big  company  actually  usurped  another 
person's  rights,  and,  by  the  force  of  money,  held  it  1

their  salts  are  under  Part  I.  I  see  that  Mr.  Harrison  told 
the  coroner  that  morphia  was  "  one  of  the  things  that  have 
not  to  be  signed  for."  He  was,  therefore,  either  as  ignorant 
of  the  Act  as  "  Mens  Conscia  Recti  "  considers  the  coroner  to 
have  been,  or  he  counterfeited  ignorance  very  successfully, 
and  in  either  case  deserves  no  sy-mpathy.

Sir, — In  your  last  issue  the  letter  of  your  correspondent 
"  Mens  Conscia  Recti  "  is  about  the  most  inconsistent  one  I 
have  ever  read.  He  would  have  your  readers  believe  that 
the  Lincoln  coroner  is  as  ignorant  of  the  Poisons  Act  as  one 
might  reasonably  expect  the  coroner  of  Timbuctoo  to  be,  and 
that  he  greatly  exceeded  his  judicial  functions  when  he  cen- 
sured Mr.  Harrison.  Now,  sir,  my  opinion  is  that  the  coroner 
dealt  with  the  case  in  a  very  practical  manner  indeed,  and  if 
lie  (like  many  sober-minded  gentlemen  of  his  profession)  was 
not  well  versed  in  the  laws  which  regulate  the  sale  of  poisons, 
he  possessed  at  least  sufficient  common-sense  to  know  that  Mr. 
Harrison  was  guilty  of  great  negligence,  and  that  under  no 
circumstances  whatever  should  he  have  felt  justified  in 
supplying  morphia  to  the  unfortunate  man  without  a  medical 
prescription.  Pray,  what  analogy  does  the  sale  of  either 
oxalic  acid  or  tincture  of  opium  bear  to  this  case  ?  None. 
( )xalic  acid  is  not  taken  for  pains  in  the  head,  and  the  nature, 
use,  and  dose  of  tincture  of  opium  are  so  well  known  to  the 
public  that  the  usual  caution  given  to  purchasers  is  very 
often  superfluous.  In  addition,  the  dose  is  almost  invariably 
printed  on  the  label.  I  have  been  twenty  years  in  the  busi- 
ness, and  never  have  I  sold  morphia  to  anyone  without  a 
note  of  hand  from  a  medical  man  ;  and,  if  an  assistant  of 
mine  so  far  forgot  himself  as  to  sell  any  of  the  alkaloids  to 


any  person,  known  or  unknown,  I  should  consider  my  in- 
terests and  the  safety  of  the  public  would  be  best  met  by 
his  instant  dismissal.  Some  time  ago  a  man  entered  my  shop 
and  asked  for  threepennyworth  of  Dover's  powder.  In  reply 
to  my  inquiry,  he  said  he  had  been  recommended  to  give  the 
whole  of  it  to  his  little  girl,  aged  four  years.  Supposing  I 
had  given  him  threepennyworth,  at  the  rate  of  Is.  per  oz.,  as 
perhaps  some  chemists  might  have  done,  without  inquiry  or 
even  writing  the  dose  on  the  label,  the  consequence  would 
undoubtedly  have  been  serious,  if  not  fatal.  According  to 
the  gymnastical  reasoning  of  your  correspondent,  I  should 
not  have  been  censurable,  simply  because  the  Poisons  Act 
does  not  specify  that  I  should  give  a  caution.  Sir,  this  is 
indeed  sublime.  A  little  forethought  on  Mr.  Harrison's  part 
would  have  saved  a  life,  saved  the  stigma  cast  upon  him  by 
the  coroner,  and  last,  but  not  least,  protected  the  interests  of 
his  employer. 

Allow  me  to  take  this  opportunity  of  congratulating  you 
upon  your  new  departure  in  issuing  your  journal  weekly;  the 
change  is  a  great  boon  to  the  trade.  I  heartily  wish  you 
every  success,  which  you  richly  deserve,  and  which,  in  my 
opinion,  you  will  get.

Sir, — The  advice  of  your  correspondent  "  Mens  Conscia 
Eecti,"  to  the  effect  that  coroners  should  be  admonished  to 
study  the  Poisons  Act  more  closely  in  order  to  promote  an 
efficient  discharge  of  their  duties,  would  surely,  in  the  case 
alluded  to,  have  been  addressed  with  greater  propriety  and 
point  to  the  chemist  concerned,  whose  evidence  respecting 
the  sale  of  morphia  does  not  argue  a  very  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  its  provisions,  assuming  that  evidence  to  be  cor- 
rectly reported  in  your  columns.  The  Act  referred  to  re- 
quires a  degree  of  technical  knowledge  for  a  correct  inter- 
pretation of  some  of  its  provisions  which  a  chemist  possesses 
and  a  coroner  frequently  does  not.  It  also  appears  a  fallacy 
to  assume  that  a  chemist  is  acquitted  of  moral  culpability 
for  the  reckless  sale  of  any  poison  by  simply  complying  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  which  would  certainly 
not  shield  him  from  legal  responsibility  if  he  knowingly 
supplied  poison  for  a  criminal  purpose.

Hoping  this  rough  response,  hurriedly  carried  out,  may  be 
in  accordance  with  your  intention,  and  taking  the  opportunity 
of  thanking  you  for  the  thorough  interest  you  take  in  our

Sir, — Eeferring  to  my  former  letter  respecting  the  above, 
I  regret  to  say  at  the  time  of  writing  I  was  under  an  entire 
misapprehension  of  the  facts,  and  as  I  have  had  numerous 
inquiries  from  the  friends  of  sufferers,  I  feel  in  duty  bound  to 
give  the  exact  particulars  respecting  the  case.

In  lieu  of  the  Preliminary  ex- 
amination, certain  British  matriculation  and  other  examina- 
tions are  accepted ;  but  except  in  this  respect  the  English 
diploma  can  only  be  obtained  by  passing  first  the  Preliminary 
examination,  then,  after  an  interval  of  at  least  three  months, 
the  Minor,  which  must  be  passed  either  in  London  or  Edin- 
burgh. This  confers  the  right  to  use  the  title  "chemist  and 
druggist."  After  another  interval  of  at  least  three  months, 
the  Major  may  be  taken  either  in  London  or  Edinburgh. 
This  would  confer  the  title  of  "  pharmaceutical  chemist."]

Brazing  Solution. 

To  T7/e  Chemist  and  Druggist — 

Sir, — Can  you  or  any  of  your  readers  let  me  know  how  to 
prepare  the  following  recipe  so  as  to  fulfil  its  purpose — 
brazing  band-saws.  The  customer  who  brought  it  told  me 
that  it  had  been  sold  to  a  firm  of  saw-millers  by  a  travelling 
German  (who  also  supplied  them  with  the  liquid  said  to  be 
prepared  according  to  the  recipe,  and  a  piece  of  "  silver- 
fctick")for  a  good  round  sum.  The  liquid  and  stick  have 
answered  the  purpose  well,  but  the  difficulty  is  to  prepare 
another  liquid  having  the  same  power  from  formula  given. 
The  surfaces  have  merely  to  be  wetted  with  the  liquid, 
touched  with  the  "  silver-stick "  placed  in  apposition,  and 
a  spirit-lamp  flame  applied.  A  greater  heat  would  spoil 
temper  of  saws.

If  additional  perfume  is  desired,  rub  up  three  drops  of  otto 
of  rose  with  i  oz.  of  the  chalk  for  a  few  minutes  before 
adding  other  ingredients.  Some  prefer  a  mixture  of  1  part 
of  heavy  magnesia  carbonate  and  3  parts  of  the  chalk  to  the 
chalk  alone. 


47/150.  N.  A.  L.  wants  information  as  to  the  number  of 
Commercial  Travellers  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  else- 
where. This,  we  presume,  can  only  be  ascertained  by  refer- 
ence to  censuses,  and  would  be  somewhat  vague  then.  The 
Jast  census  for  this  country  gives  the  number  of  commercial 
travellers  of  all  ages  in  England  and  Wales  as  35,478. 


56/165.  Combustion  writes  : — "  Would  you  kindly  give  me 
some  information  as  to  the  principal  branches  of  occupation 
in  pursuit  of  practical  chemistry  not  connected  with  the 
drug  business ;  what  they  are,  and  how  they  maybe  pro- 
cured ? "  [We  are  not  quite  sure  if  we  understand  this 
question.  The  applications  of  chemical  knowledge  are  now 
almost  innumerable.  Dye-works,  steelworks,  breweiies, 
farms,  &c,  all  make  use  of  chemical  knowledge,  while  in  the 
manufacture  of  all  chemicals,  and  the  analysis  of  foods,  such 
science  is  of  course  essential.  The  only  way  to  obtain  such 
occupation  is  to  become  fit  for  it.  If  "  Combustion  "  were  to 
study  some  branch  of  chemistry  thoroughly  at  one  of  our 
numerous  technical  schools  he  would  discover  gradually  what 
are  the  openings  for  employment  in  that  line.] 


59/164.  A.E.  H. — Silvering  Fluid.— The  following  formula 
is  taken  from  Cooley  : — "  Mix  chloride  of  silver,  1  pait,  with 
pearlash,  3  parts,  common  salt,  1^  part,  and  whiting,  1  pait ; 
and  well  rub  the  mixture  on  the  surface  of  the  brass  or 
copper  (previously  well  cleaned),  by  means  of  a  piece  of  soft 
leather,  or  a  cork  moistened  with  water,  and  dipped  into  the 
powder.  When  properly  silvered  the  metal  should  be  well 
washed  in  hot  water  slightly  alkalised,  and  then  wiped  dry. 

170/34.  Duplex. — This  method  may  suit  you,  unless  you 
refer  to  electroplating, 


165/14.  Christopher  Reynolds  states  that  the  formula 
for  Shaving  Cream  (The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  p.  154) 
affords  a  preparation  which  is  too  thick.

It  is  used  in  Germany  to  attract  eels.  Can  any  reader  give 
the  information  1 


23/166.  Chemieus.  —  Food  Preservative.  —  Solution  of 
bisulphite  of  lime  is  used  for  meat,  but  preparations  of 
boracic  acid  are  very  effective.  For  blushing  meat,  a  solu- 
tion of  1  oz.  of  the  acid  and  2  drachms  of  nitre  in  a  quart  of 
water  may  be  used ;  but  for  milk  the  acid  alone  is  employed. 


156/24.  Wound  Stone. — Fuse  together  3  paits  each  of 
sulphate  of  copper,  nitre,  and  alum,  and  when  resolidifying 
add  1  part  of  camphor.  This  is  generally  known  as  lapis 
dirinus.  Sometimes  sulphate  of  copper  alone  is  given  tor 
wound  stone. 


Congreve's  Elixir  is  said  to  be  based  cn  a  tincture  of  red 
dock-root — a  plant  well  known  for  its  antiscorbutic  qualities. 
Teignmouth.  Heder.  (31/169.) 


Waterproofing. — Perhaps  "Querist"  rray  not  remember 
having  heard  that  the  "  waterproofing  "  of  wearing-apparel 
is  effected  by  soaking  the  goods  in  a  solution  of  acetate 
of  alumina.  This  solution  is  made  by  double  decomposition. 
The  process  will  suggest  itself.  Heder.  (71/168.) 


163  35.  TP".  R.  R. — The  sample  of  Euonymin  which  you 
have  sent  is  exceptionally  light  in  colour,  but  we  do  not  find 
any  impurity  in  it.  The  green  euonymin  is  preferred  to  that 
having  a  drab  colour.  The  former  is  prepared  fiom  young 
bark  in  which  chlorophyll  exists  in  an  unaltered  condition, 
and  the  green  colour  varies  according  to  the  method  of  pre- 
cipitation employed,  just  as  the  colour  of  podophyllin  varies. 
Euonymin  of  this  light  colour,  which  we  have  previously 
seen,  appeared  to  be  as  active  as  the  darker  kind.  Probably 
you  may  ascertain  whether  your  supply  is  so. 


Apprentice. — The  Lupulin  sent  is  an  exceedingly  bad 
sample.  It  is  almost  destitute  of  the  pleasant  bitter  taste  of 
the  drug,  and  has  an  odour  quite  foreign  to  lupulin.  It  con- 
tains an  excessive  quantity  of  sandy  matter,  35  per  ctnt. 
having  been  left  on  incineration ;  and  only  44  per  cent,  of  it  is 
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soluble  in  ether,  whereas  a  good  specimen  gives  up  from  70  to 
80  per  cent,  of  its  weight  to  ether.  Certainly  the  stuff  is 
perfectly  unfit  for  use. 


166/52.  Alpha.— Effervescing  Drinks. — To  make  these 
without  a  machine  ordinary  soda-water  bottles  are  to  be 
used.  Place  in  each  bottle  a  tablespoonful  of  the  flavouring 
syrup  and  30  grains  of  bicarbonate  of  soda,  and  (ill  up  with 
water  ;  then  add  25  grains  of  tartaric  acid  in  crystals,  cork 
immediately,  and  wire. 

For  Syrups. — Lemon  may  be  made  by  adding  to  one 
pint  of  simple  syrup  half  an  ounce  of  tincture  of  fresh 
lemon-peel  and  a  drachm  of  citric  acid.  Ginger. — To  the 
same  quantity  of  syrup  add  3  drachms  of  soluble  essence  of 
ginger  (DlABY,  1884,  p.  125).  A  Raspberry  Syrup  may  be 
made  by  mixing  together,  syrup  16  oz.,  acid  acetic  1  oz  , 
tincture  of  orris  1  oz.,  and  liquid  cochineal  q.s.  to  colour.

The  Hamamelis  Mixture.  —  W.  J.  It.  writes  : — "  The 
change  was  due  to  gelatinous  fermentation.  A  good  many 
years  ago,  in  warm  weather,  a  very  ordinary  antacid  mixture 
with  inf.  gent,  co.,  and,  I  think,  a  little  syrup,  was  brought 
back,  two  or  three  days  after  being  dispensed,  so  gelatinous 
that  it  would  only  slip  out  of  the  bottle  in  one  piece." 


168  23.  Crokay  says  : — "  In  reference  to  '  Nemo's '  difficulty 
in  dispensing  the  prescription  quoted  in  your  Journal  last 
week,  I  beg  to  state  that,  having  dispensed  the  same,  I  find 
on  standing  a  slight  gelatinous  precipitate  after  about  three 
or  four  hours,  but  no  congelation  occurred  even  after  standing 
three  or  four  days.  I  should  say  that  the  syrup  was  made 
from  capsules  from  which  the  seeds  have  not  been  extracted, 
and  the  mucilage  which  would  thus  be  in  the  syrup  is  preci- 
pitated by  the  sp.  eth.  chlor.,  together  with  the  little 
mucilage  in  the  extract."

The  Dispensing  of  Oleates. 

To  The  Chemist  and  Druggist — 

Sin, — Will  you  or  some  of  your  readers  give  me  some 
information  concerning  the  dispensing  of  oleate  of  bismuth  ? 
I  was  recently  handed  the  following  prescription  : — 


Oleate  of  bismuth         . .       . .       . .       . .  3iv. 

To  be  applied  three  or  four  times  a  day. 

Ung.  ziuei   Sj. 

To  be  applied  occasionally. 


There  was  no  means  of  ascertaining  whether  the  prescriber 
intended  an  ointment  or  a  powder,  for  he  was  miles  away  in 
the  country,  and  the  messenger  who  brought  the  prescription 
did  not  know  what,  if  any,  verbal  directions  had  been  given 
to  the  patient. 

I  think  I  was  justified  in  inferring  that  an  ointment  was 
intended.  I  therefore  made  one,  using  the  proportions  and 
following  the  directions  which  the  B.f.  gives  for  oleatum 
zinci.  I  stiffened  the  resulting  10-per-cent.  solution  of  oxide 
of  bismuth  in  oleic  acid  by  the  addition  of  a  suitable 
quantity  of  white  wax. 

I  have  subsequently  heard  that  the  ointment  produced  the 
desired  effect,  and  the  doctor  expressed  himself  highly 
gratified  with  my  dispensing.  But  the  question  is,  what  is 
the  correct  thing  to  do  ?  True  oleate  of  bismuth  is  only 
formed  by  double  decomposition,  and  exists  as  a  solid 
capable  of  pulverisation.  And  if  one  may  judge  from  the 
quotations  in  the  wholesale  price-lists,  the  diluted  powdered 
oleate  for  dusting  seems  to  be  in  greatest  favour  ;  many  of 
them  name  nothing  else.  Will  some  readers  give  their  expe- 
rience ?  and  oblige, 

A  Puzzled  One. 


170  45.  ./.  ./.  J.— Sugar  Coating  Pills.— This  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  done  on  a  small  scale.  On  the  large  scale  an 
oidinary  revolving  lozenge-pan  is  employed.  This  pan  is 
steam-jacketed,  and,  as  a  rule,  made  of  copper.  In  it  the  pills 
are  placed  along  with  a  certain  quantity  of  a  specially  pre- 
pared syrup ;  one  coating  is  given,  then  another,  and  so  on 
until  a  proper  finish  is  obtained.  The  process  is  entirely  a 
confectioner's  art,  and  is  generally  performed  by  a  con- 
fectioner.

Prom  Lord  Chancellor  SELBORNE,  Vice-Chancellor  Sir  W.  PAGE  WOOD, 
and  the  LORDS  JUSTICES  OP  APPEAL. 

VICE-CHANCELLOR  SIB  W.  PAGE  WOOD,  by  whom  the  suit  in  Chancery  was  first  heard,  stated  in  his  judgment  that 
*  Dr.  J.  Collis  Browne  was  undoubtedly  the  Inventor  of  Chlorodyne,  that  the  whole  story  of  the  Defendant  Freeman  wa§  ai 
deliberately  untrue  as  the  falsehood  he  had  deposed  to  with  reference  to  the  use  of  his  Chlorodyne  in  the  Hospital.' 

The  VICE-CHANCELLOR  also  stated,  '  that  Chlorodyne  was  a  fanciful  name,  and  had  application  been  made  soontr,  the 
Court  would  have  given  Dr.  Browne  protection.' 

LORD  CHANCELLOR  SELBORNE  coincided  with  the  judgment  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  upon  this  point,  and  stated  1  that 
had  application  been  made  at  a  proper  time  and  place,  the  Court  would  have  found  means  to  restrain  the  Defendant  from  mis«- 
presenting  the  decision  of  the  Vice-Chancellor.' 

LORD  JUSTICE  JAMES,  on  appeal,  stated  in  his  judgment,  '  that  the  Defendant  Freeman  had  made  a  deliberate  misrepn- 
■entation  of  the  decision  of  Vice-Chancellor  Wood.' 


It  was  proved  in  Court,  on  affidavit  by  Mrs.  Forbes,  of  Paris,  that  the  testimonial  published  in  the  Timet,  November  14th, 
1865,  speaking  of  the  great  efficacy  of  Chlorodyne  in  Cholera,  referred  to  Dr.  J.  Collis  Browne's  Chlorodyne,  and  that  she  nevei 
used  any  other,  that  she  had  written  to  the  Defendant  Freeman  to  that  effect ;  notwithstanding  which  notice  the  Defendant 
publishes  the  said  testimonial  as  referring  to  his  medicine. 

The  Editor  of  the  Medical  Timet,  in  his  report  on  Chlorodyne,  January  13th,  1866,  gives  information  that  the  Chlorodyne 
referred  to  was  the  medicine  introduced  by  a  retired  Army  Medical  Officer,  which  was  Dr.  J.  Collis  Browne ;  still  this  is  published 
by  the  Defendant  as  testimony  to  his  medicine.

nevertheless  he  assumes  the  name,  testimonials,  &c,  of  Chlorodyne. 

Technicalities  in  law  prevenc  that  protection  which  the  public  should  justly  have  against  such  a  course  of  conduct.  It  is  now 
incumbent  on  all  who  purchase  Chlorodyne  to  see  that  the  name,  '  Dr.  J.  Collis  Browne's  Chlorodyne,'  is  engraved  on  the 
Government  Stamp,  as  it  is  not  sold  otherwise.  All  other  compounds  under  the  name  of  Chlorodyne  are  spurious.  All  attempts 
a'  analysis  have  failed;  hence  the  statement  that  the  constituents  of  Chlorodyne  are  known  is  a  misrepresentation.
